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Introduction 



The present volume of the Modem Reader's Bible has 
a ^edal sabject whicii m%'oires some did^eieiices in the 
ananfgemeDt of the book. It oontahw not an anthor but 
a €&rpmM propkiimrmm: the 'lifinor Prophcta,^ with the 
adcfition of Da^eL Sodi aa intnxhiction as I bai^e 
attempted io previous vohimes seems unsuitable in this 
case; i hare thought it zaore Goavenient to place at the 
ooouDenoemeiit of the notes to each author what I have 
to ofier in the way of genend remaAs . Consideratiofis of 
space have farther obliged me to reduce to a minimum the 
explanation of particular passages: \n place of this I have 
usuaily given an aiic. v- .s of each dlincfHirse or other ciivi- 
sionof piophe^. With this mnt be ranembcied, what is 
the pnndpie of the whole series, tiiat tiie anangexnent of 
the text is itself of the nature kjI a comnient:^.*". . 

Another point oi arrangement siiould be erpl^inf^f here. 
All that in the Bible follows the eigfUh chapter of ^/i^^ 
ridUk wiii be lonnd in the present vofanne uadts the *fcf^ng 
'Anonymoos.^ Every reader win be aware that tiieanthor- 
5 hip of ths latter part oi Ztchariah is dispated. Had it, 
however, been merely a question of authorshipi 
as wi& IsaiaAj I shookl have considered the matter out'*

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side the field of the present work. But the issue in the 
present case is something entirely within the scope of the 
Modern Reader's Bible — the question of the divisions of 
the sacred books. The facts seem to be these. The 
prophetic literature of the Old Testament was arranged 
under the names of the reputed authors, ending with the 
book of Zechariah (our Zechariah i-viii) ; following these 
were anonymous prophecies with suhject4itUs. The last of 
these subject-titles was ' My Messenger * (Malachi) « How 
positively this was understood as a subject-title is illus- 
trated by tlie feet that the Septuagint translates it as * an- 
gel,^ and the Targum ascribes the authorship of the book to 
Ezra. But in process of time ^Malachi* was read as a 
personal name, and thus the closing section of the pro- 
phetic roll seemed to follow the general form ; it was nat- 
ural then that the intervening sections with their subject- 
titles should attach themselves to the preceding book of 
Zechariah. This account of the matter seems probable in 
itself, and is further confirmed by New Testament refer- 
ences . Four passages from the latter part of Zechariah are 
dted in the New Testament: three of them are cited with- 
out the name of any author, the fourth is ascribed by St. 
Matthew to Jeremiah.* Now if an anonymous prophecy is

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bling quoted, it is liatnra] for Jeremiah, the leagtlkiest of 
tbe prophetic writers, to give his name to the whole roll of 
propbecjy as David has given his name to the whole cot- 
lectfoB of fwalnw 11 honever, the wridng had appeared 
tinder the name of Zediariab. St. ^latthew could not have 
ascribed it to Teremi^h without bein^ rj!?tT of niiscFur'ti- 
tion. Under tiiese circnmstances, to have foUoved tiae 
HjNmP heading in this edition vrookl have been to pro- 
'^iF^'ti^T on a c|nertion of airthotship; the plan I have 
adopted leaves the quesdon open. In any case, author- 
shiD is a matter of iniponar.ce chiefiy to the historian. 
But It wooid have been a real literary loss to be deprived 
of tiie aofaieGt'^itfe ^ My Mcascnger,* which gpvcs inch nnilj 
aad sn^crestivencss to the final ifivision of DroDhecr.

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go tliroiigh these proj)hetic wrilingji we are introduced lo 
Bab} Ion, land of mystery, of dreams and interpreters, of 
mutations in a single moment from an emperor intoxicated 
with omnipotence to the dim consdousneis of beast lifet 
from a royal orgy to the writing upon the wall of doom. 
We see the Chaldean a;;ain as a \v(jr l(i coiujutior, taking 
the nations in his net and sacriticiug only to his drag, hi 
one prophetic book Nineveh appears as a vast city of three 
days^ joumeyy swept through and through with an infoc* 
tious thrill of penitence ; another prophet gives us a realistic 
word picture of Nineveh in her careless gaietv. Niiu \ eh 
stniLten with bewildering destruction, Ninevdi desolate 
and a thing of the past. Here it is that we view most 
clearly the picturesque corruption of northern Isatidt where 
the sterner Hebrew strain was adulterated by the luxury 

and joyous ima^i tuition of Tyre. Atone point vv«j li.ivc «i 
glimpse of border warfare and border hate. Elsewhere 
the prophecies deal with Judah» or with Israel in general. 
We see this Israel in the full strength of national hope, 
looking for a King of Peace who shall enter in lowiy tri- 
umph, and garrison his land, with his people as the weap- 
ons of his war. We see the ebbing of these hopes, and the 
gradual witikteawittg cf the DMat Shepherdt until Isradl 
is left a flock for ^ slaughter. Jenmlem is presenltd 
under the siege, yet with mighty hopes of repentance and 
H?»liverance. The exiles are spen as a scattered ^church' 
witnessing in the heart of the Babylonian *worid.^ In 
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Haggai and Zechariah we have the return from exile, and 
the reweaving of the stnincls of national life in renewed 
Temple service, a recovered prophecy, and a princedom 
taidng the place of the old kingship. And Malachi re- 
flects the dull period when the impulse of the exile has 
been exhausted, and there is nothing but a weary looking 
for a Messenger of God, who shall efilect a rousing for 
which native energy is no longer left. 

The sacred thought embodied in these varied scriptures 
is at once varied and the same. Hosea loves to dwell upon 
God's yearning love, the love of the husband for the ^len 
wife, ot the father for his prodigal son. Amos takes his 
stand for morals as against religion itself, when the two 
have irreligiously clashed. Micah presents the true and 
the felse prophecy contending in the straggles of daily life. 
But other themes grow together into the one prophetic 
theme of judgment — the Hebrew counter} jart of our mod' 
em providence. With Nahum it is a judgment upon the 
ibe, as a form of mercy to God^s people ; Jonah comes as a 
corrective, with the thought of Jehovah's mercy extending 
outside his people to the sixscore thousand innocents of 
Nineveh. The mystery of judgment which troubled the 
wise men of Israel — the impunity of the wicked — appears 
in Habakkuk magnified to the scale of nations : this proph- 
et's problem is the sig^t of the Chaldean allowed to prosper 
and punish widcedness less great than his own. Several 
of the prophecies are fiiled with a * Day of the Lord ' : the

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jndgment regularly appears as a visitation first upon Israel, 
to destroy the evil that is in it ; then there is a purification 
and restoration^ and finally a judgment between Israel and 
the nations ; there is at the last an Inanguration of a heaven^ 
but it is a heaven upon earth. 

The literary forms under whicli this tliought is conveyed 
cover the whole range of prophecy ; moreover, they in- 
volve certain minor peculiarities of structure which render 
specially important what the present edition endeavours to 
supply — the reflection of literary structure in the printed 
page. The simplest of all literary forms is tlie slory: this 
is ideally represented in Daniel and Jonah, For prophecy 
a natural form is discourse: the sermons of the Minor 
Prophets seldom remain at the dead level of discoursct but 
flash into realistic pictures or dramatic dialogue. In Atnos 
the most artificial rhetoric is sanctified for si)iritual effects ; 
he has a grasp of style which can draw in even the prefece 
as an artistic interruption. In Hosea scattered outbursts 
of prophetic truth in conflict with everyday life have crys* 
tallised into brief epigrams. In several prophets we have 
the *• doom form,' which produces in speech the effect which 
music produces when it combines recitative and song. 
The emblem — which is in prophecy what the £3ible is in 
philosophy — is used to express stages of spiritual deden* 
sion or of advancing doom. Elsewhere we have the 
apocalypse, or sreat * unveiling,** — unveiling of the future 
in a philosophy of history, and unveiling of the unseen 
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world with its angelic spectators of human alfaiis. And 
drama is exhibited by the Minor Prophets in various 
degrees of fulness : Micah moulds a single brief thought 
in dramatic form ; Hosea dares to embody in monologue 
the varying moods of Deity ; Joel and Habakkuk give us 
the fiill force of the * rhapsody ' which is the dramatisation 
of the spiritual. 

I write from the standpoint of literature, not of theology, 
and I cannot refrain from insisting once more upon the 
injury done to our liberal education by its ignoring of 
Biblical literature. The Hebrews no less than the Greeks 
were our literary ancestors ; to train ourselves in the pro- 
ductions of the one and not of the other means a distorted 
culture. Criticism can never be scientific that makes its 
inductions from a single field ; and the literature it neglects 
is rich in forms of the first importance, both for their 
artistic interest and as vehicles of profound thought and 
powerful feeling. Nor can I understand those writers who 
seem to assume that in elaboration and finish of literary 
detail the Hebrew Scriptures are inferior to the productions 
of the Greeks. Comparisons of merit can oever be more 
than personal judgments ; but, speaking for myself as a 
student of world literature, I do not know to what I should 
turn for specimens of literary perfection rather than to the 
rhapsodies of Habakkuk and Joel. And if to another class 
of readers this last remark appears objectionable because 
of the sacredness of Scripture as Divine Revelation, I can 
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only answer that it must be a strange theology which can 
see incompatibiiity between Diviiie inspiration and per- 
fection of literary setting. 

The text is that of the Revised Version, the maTginai 
alternatives being often adopted. For tlie use of it I ex- 
press my obligations to the University Presses of Oxford 
and Cambridge. A RdEerence Table at the end connects 
the numbering of this volume with th^ chapters and verses 
of the Bible.

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Daniel and the King's Meat 

In the third year of the reign of Jehoiakim king of Judah 
came Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon unto Jerusalem, 
and besieged it. And the Lord gave Jehoiakim king of 

Judah into his hand, with part of the vessels of the house 
of God; and he carried them into the laud of Shinar to 
the house of his god : and he brought the vessels into the 
treasure house of his god. And the king spake unto 
Ashpenaz the master d his eunuchs, that he should bring 
in certain of the children of Israel, even of the seed royal 
and of the nobles; youtlis in wliom was no blemisli, hut 
well favoured, and skilful in all wisdom, and cunning in 
knowledge, and understanding science, and such as had 
ability to stand in the king^s palace ; and that he should 
teach them the learning and the tongue of the Chaldeans. 
And the kins: appointed for them a daily portion of the 
king's meat, and of the wine which he drank, and that 
they should be nourished three years; that at the end 
thereof they might stand before the king. Now among 
these were, of the children of Judah, Daniel. Hananiah, 
Mishael, and Azariah. And the prince of the eunuchs 
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gave names unto them : unto Daniel he gave the name of 
Belteshazzar; and to Hananiah, of Sbadrach; and to 
Mishaely of Meshach ; and to Azariah, of Abed*nego. But 
Daniel purposed in his heart that he would not defile him- 
self with the king^s meat, nor with the wine which he 
drank : therefore he requested of the prince of tlie eunuchs 
that he might not defile himself. Now God made Daniel 
to find favour and compassion in the sight of the prince of 
the eunuchs. And the prince of the eunuchs said unto 
Daniel I fear my lord the king, who hath appointed your 
meat and your drink : for why sliould he see your faces 
worse liking than the youtlis which are of your own age? 
so should ye endanger my head with the king. Then 
said Daniel to the steward, whom the prince of the 
eunuchs had appointed over Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, 
and Azariali : Pn)vc thy servants, I beseech tliec, ton 
days; and let them give us pulse to cat, and water to 
drink. Then let our countenances be looked upon before 
thee, and the countenance of the youths that eat of the 
king's meat; and as thou sccst, deal with thy servants. 
So he hearkened unto tliem in this matter, and proved 
them ten days. And at the end of ten days their counte- 
nances appeared fairer, and they were fatter in fiesh, than 
all the youths which did eat of the kit^^s meat. So the 
stewaitl took .iway their meat, and the wine that they 
should drink, and gave them pulse. 
Now as for these four youths, God gave them knowledge

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and skill in all learning and wisdom: and Daniel had un* 

derstanding in all visions and dreams. And at the end of 
the days which the king had appointed for bringing them 
in, the prince of the eunuchs brought them in before Nebu- 
chadnezzsur. And the king communed with them; and 
among them all was found none like Danid, Hananiah, 
Mishael, and Azariah : therefore stood they before the 
king. And in every matter of wisdom and understand- 
ings concerning which the king inquired of them, he found 
them ten times better than all the magicians and enchant- 
ers tiiat were in ail his realm. And Daniel continued even 
unto the first year of king Cyrus. 



The Dream of the Image and the Stone 

And in the second year of the reign of Nebuchadnezzar 

Nebuchadnezzar dreamed dreams; and his spirit was 
troubled, and his sleep brake from him. Then the king 
commanded to call the magicians, and the enchanters, 
and the sorcerers, and the Chaldeans, for to tell the king 
his dreams. So they came in and stood before the king. 
And the king said unto them, I liave dreamed a dream, 
and my spirit is troubled to know the dream. Then spake 
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the Chaldeans to the king (in the Syrian* language), O king, 
live for ever: tell thy servants the dream, and we will 

shew the interpretation. The king answered and said to 
the Chaldeans, The thing is gone from me: if ye make 
not known unto me the dream and the inteipretation 
thereof ye shall be cut in pieces, and your houses shall be 
made a dunghill. But if ye shew the dream and the 
interpretation tiiereof, ye shall receive of me gifts and 
rewards and great honour : therefore shew me the dream 
and the interpretation thereof. They answered the second 
time and said, Let the king tell his servants the dream, 
and we will shew the interpretation. The king answered 
and said, I know of a certainty that ye would gain time, 
because ye see the thing is gone from me. But if ye 
make not known unto me the dream, there is but one 
law for you : for ye have prepared lying and corrupt words 
to speak before me, till the time be changed : therefore 
tell me the dream, and I shall know that ye can shew me 
the interpretation thereof. The Chaldeans answered be- 
fore the king, and said, There is not a man upon the earth 
that can shew the king's matter: forasmuch as no king, 
lord, nor ruler, hath asked such a thing of any magician, 
or enchanter, or Chaldean. And it is a rare thing that the 
king requireth, and there is none other that can shew it 
before the kmg, except the gods, whose dwelling is not

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-with flesh. For this cause the king was angry and very 
furious, and commanded to destroy all the wise men of 

Babylon. So the decree went forth, and the wise men 
were to be slain ; and they sought Daniel and his compan- 
ions to be slain. Then Daniel returned answer with 
counsel and prudence to Arioch the captain of the king^s 
guard, which was gone forth to slay the wise men of 
Babylon ; he answered and said to Arioch the king^s cap- 
tain, Wherefore is the decree so urgent from the king? 
Then Arioch made the thing known to Daniel. And 
Daniel went in, and desved of the king that he would 
appoint him a time, and he would shew the king the 
interpretation. 

Tlien Daniel went to his house, and made the thing 
known to Hananiah, Mishael, and Azariah, his compan* 
ions : that they would desire mercies of the God of heaven 
concerning this secret : that Daniel and his companions 
should not perish with the rest of the wise men of Baby- 
lon. Then was the secret revealed unto Daniel in a vision 
of the night. Then Daniel blessed the God of heaven. 
Daniel answered and said, Blessed be the name of God for 
ever and ever: for wisdom and miglit arc his; and he 
changeth the times and the seasons : he removeth kings, 
and setteth up kings : he giveth wisdom unto the wise, and 
knowledge to them that know understanding : he revealeth 
the deep and secret things: he knoweth what is in the 
darkness, and the light dwelleth with him. I thank iliee|

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and praise thee^ O thou God of my Others, who hast given 
me wisdom and mighty and hast now made known unto 
me what we desired of thee : for thou hast made known 

unto us the king s matter. Therefore Daniel went in unto 
Arioch, whom the king had appointed to destroy the wise 
men of Babylon: he went and said thus unto him; Destroy 
not the wise men of Babylon : bring me in before the Idng, 
and I will shew unto the king the interpretation. 

Then Arioch brought in Daniel before the king in haste, 
and said thus unto him, I have found a man of the children 
of the captivity of Judah, that will make known unto the 
king the interpretation. The king answered and said to 
Daniel (whose name was Bclteshazzar), Art thou able to 
make known unto me the dream which I have seen, and 
the interpretation thereof? Daniel answered before the 
king, and said. The secret which the king hath demanded 
can neither wise men^ enchanters, magicians, nor sooth- 
sayers, shew unto the king : but there is a God in heaven 
that revealeth secrets, and he hath made known to the 
king Nebuchadnezzar what shall be in the latter days. 
Thy dreamland the vbions of thy head upon thy bed, are 
these: as for thee, O king, thy thoughts came into thy 
mind upon thy bed, what should come to pass hereafter : 
and he that revealeth secrets hath made known to thee 
what shall come to pass. But as for me» this secret is not 
revealed to me for any wisdom that I have more than any 
Jiving, but to the intent that the interpretation may be

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made known to Ac kin^ and that thoa mjest knov the 

thoughts of thy ht^zz. 

Thou, O king, sawest, aod behold a great image. This 
image, which was mighty, and whose brightness was ex* 
cdlcnt, stood before thee ; and the aspect thereof was ter* 
T3)ie. As ior this image* his head was of fine gold, his 
breast and his arms of silver, his belly and his thighs of 
brass, his l^s oi iron, nis feet part of iron, and pan of day. 
TliOD sawest till tiiat a stone was cat out without hands, 
. iriiicb smote the image upcm his feet that weie of irao and 
day, and brake them in pieces. Then was the iron, the 
clay, the brass, the silver, and the gold, broken in pieces 
together, and became like the chan of the summer thresh- 
ing-Hoon; and the wind earned them away, that no place 
was foimd for them: and the stone that smote the image 
became a great mountain* and filled the whole earth. 

This is the dream : and we wil] teli the interpretation 
thcteof before the king. Thoo, O kii^ ait idng cf king^, 
onto whom the God of heaven hadi given the kingdom, 
the power, and the strength, and the glory : and whereso- 
ever the children of c.iz. a wcll. :.ic beasts of the nd^ kud 
tiie fowls of the heaven bath he given into thine hand, and 
hath made thee to rule over them all: thou art the head of 
gold. And after thee shall arise another kingdom inferior 
Id Hiee; and another third kingdom of brass, which shall 
bear rule over all the earth. And the fourth kingdom 
shall be strong as iron; forasmuch as iron breaketh in

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pieces and subdueth all things : and as iron that crusheth 
all theset shall it break in pieces and crush. And whereas 

thou sawest the feet and toes, part of potters' clay, and 
part of iron, it shall be a divided kingdom ; but there sluiU 
be in it of the strength of the irony forasmuch as thou saw- 
est the iron mixed with miry day. And as the toes of the 
feet were part of iron, and part of day^ so the kingdom 
shall be partly strong, and pirtly hroken. And whereas 
thou sawest the iron mixed with miry day, they shall min- 
gle themsdves with the seed of men ; but they shall not 
deave one to another, even as iron doth not mingle with 
day. And in the days of those kings shall the God of 
heaven set uj> a kinj^dom, which shiill never be destroyed, 
nor shall the sovereignty thereof be idt to another people ; 
but it shall break in pieces and consume all these king* 
domsy and it shall stand for ever* Forasmudi as thou sawest 
that a stone was cut out of the mountain without hands, 
and ill It it l)r.ike in pieces llie iron, the brans, the clay, 
the silver, and the gold ; the great God hath made knowa 
to the king what shall come to pass hereafter: and the 
dream is ceitalni and the interpretation thereof sure* 

Then the king Nebuchadnezzar fell upon his face, and 
Worshipped I>aniel, and commanded that they should otft r 
an oblation and sweet odours unto him. The king answered 
unto Danielt and sakl. Of a truth your God is the God of 
gods^ and the Loid of kings, and a levealer of secrets, see- 
ing thou hast been able to reveal this secret. Then the

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king made Daniel greats and gave him many great gifts, 
and made him to rule over the whole province of Babylon, 

and to be chief governor over all the wise men of Babylon. 
And Daniel requested of the king, and he appointed Shad- 
lachy Meshachy and Abed-nego, over the afiairs of the prov- 
ince of Babylon : but Daniel was in the gate of the king. 



The Story of Shadrach, Mediach, and Abed-nego 

Nebuchadnezzar the king made an image of gold, whose 
height was threescore cubits, and the breadth thereof six 
cubits ; he set it up in the plain of Dura, in the province of 
Babylon. Then Nebuchadnezzar the king sent to gather 
together the satraps, the deputies, and the governors, the 
judges, the treasurers, the counsellors, the sheriffs, and all 
the rulers of the provinces, to come to the dedication of 
the image which Nebuchadnezzar the king had set up. 
Then the satraps, the deputies, and the govemorsi the 
judges, the treasurers, the counsellors, the sherifl^, and all 
the rulers of the provinces, were gathered together unto 
the dedication of the image that Nebuchadnezzar the king 
had set up ; and they stood before the image that Nebuchad- 
nezzar had set up. Then the herald cried aloud. To you it 
is commanded, O peoples, nations, and languages, that at 
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what time ye hear the sound of the cornet^ flute^ harp, 

sackbut, psaltery, dulcimer, and all kinds of music, ye fall 
down and worship the golden image that Nebuchadnezzar 
the king hath set up: and whoso £alletb not down and 
worshippeth shall the same hour be cast into the midst of 
a burning fiery furnace. Therefore at that time, when all 
the peoples heard the sound of the cornet, flute, harp, sack- 
but, psaltery, and all kinds of music, all the peoples, the 
nations^ and the languages, fell down and worshipped the 
golden image thatNebuchadnezasar the king had set up. 

Wherefore at that time certain Chaldeans came near, and 
brought accusation against the Jews. They answered and 
said to Nebuchadnezzar the king : O king, live for ever. 
Thou, O king, hast made a decree^ that every man that 
siiall hear the sound of the cornet^ flute> harp^ sackbut, 
psaltery, and dulcimer, and all kinds of music, shall fall 
down and worship the golden image : and whoso falleth 
not down and worshippeth, shall be cast into the midst of 
a bumiog fiery furnace. There are certain Jews whom thou 
hast ai^inted over the a£Biirs of the province of Babylon^ 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego ; these men, O king, 
have not regarded thee : they serve not thy gods, nor wor- 
ship the golden image which thou hast set up. Then 
Nebuchadnezzar in his rage and fury commanded to bring 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego. Then they brought 
these men before the king. Nebuchadnezzar answered and 
said unto them, Is it of purpose, O Shadrach, Meshach, 
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and Abed-nego, that ye serve not my god, nor worship 

the golden image which I have set up? Now if ye be 
ready that at what time ye hear tlje sound of the cornet, 
flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, and dulcimer, and all kinds 
of music^ ye fall down and worship the image which I have 
made^ weU: but if ye worship not, ye shall be cast the 
same hour into the midst of a burning fiery furnace ; and 
who is that god that .shall deliver you out of my hands ? 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, answered and said to 
the king, O Nebuchadnezzar, we have no need to answer 
thee in this matter. If it be so, our God whom we serve is 
able to dehver ns from tlie burning fiery furnace; and he 
will deliver us out oi thine hand, O king. But if not, be 
it known unto thee, O king, that we will not serve thy 
gods^ nor worship the golden image which thou hast set up. 
Then was Nebuchadnezzar full of fury, and the form of his 
visage was changed against Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego : therefore he spake, and commanded that they should 
heat the furnace seven times more than it was wont to be 
heated. And he commanded certain mighty men that were 
in his army to bind Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
and to cast them into the burning fiery furnace. Then 
these men were bound in their hosen, their tunics, and 
their mantles, and their other garments, and were cast into 
the midst of the burning fiery furnace. Therefore because 
the king's commandment was urgent, and the furnace ex- 
ceeding hot, the flame of the fire slew those men that took up 
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Shadrach, iMeshach, and Abed-nes^o. And these three men, 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego^ kli down bouod iato 
the midst of the burning fiery furnace. 

Then Nebuchadnezzar the king was astonied, and rose 
up in haste : he spake and said unto his counsellors, Did 
not we Ciist three men bound into the midst of the fire? 
They answered and said unto the king, True, O king. He 
answered and said^ Lo, I see four men loosei walking in the 
midst of the fire, and they have no hurt ; and the aspect 
of the fourth is like a son of the gods. Then Nebuchad* 
nezzar came near to the mouth of the burning fiery fur- 
nace : he spake and said, Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, ye servants of the Most High God, come forth, 
and come hither. Then Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, came forth out of the midst of the fire. And the 
satraps, the deputies, and the governors, and the king^s 
counsellors, being gathered together, saw these men, that 
the fire had no power upon their bodies, nor was the hair 
of their head singed, neither were their hosen changed, nor 
had the smell of fire passed on them. Nebuchadnezzar 
spalvc and said : Blessed be the God of Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abcd-nego, who hath sent his angel, and delivered his 
servants that trusted in him, and have changed the king^s 
word, and have yielded their bodies, that they might not 
serve nor worship any god, except their own God. There- 
fore I make a decree, that every people, nation, and language, 
which speak any thing amiss against the God of Shadrach, 
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Mesfaach, and Abed-nego, shall be cut in pieces^ and tbdr 

houses shall be made a dunghill : because there is no other 
god that is able to deliver after this sort. Then the king 
promoted Shadrach^ Meshach, and Abed-nego^ in the prov* 
ince of Babylon.

The Dream of the Tree that was cut down 

*' Nefottchadnezzar the Idng, unto all the peoples, nations, 

and languages, that dwell in all the earth : peace be multi- 
plied unto you. It hath seemed good unto me to shew 
the signs and wonders that the Most High God hath 
wrought toward me. How great are his signs I and how 
mighty are his wonders! his kingdom is an everlasting 
kingdom, aud his dominion is from generation to genera- 
tion. 

' I Nebuchadnezzar was at rest in mine house, and flour- 
ishing in my palace. I saw a dream which made me 
afraid ; and the thoughts upon my bed and the visions of 
my head troubled me. Therefore made I a decree to 
bring in all the wise men of Babylon before me, that they 
might make known unto me the interpretation of the 
dream. Then came in the magicians, the enchanters, the 
Chaldeans, and the soothsayers: and I told the dream 
before them ; but they did not make known unto me the 
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interpretation thereof. But at the last Daniel came in 
before me. whose name was Belteshazzar, according to 
the name of my god, and in whom is the spirit of the holy 
gods : and I told the dream before him^ saying, O Bel- 
teshazzar, master of the magicians, because I know that 
the spirit of the holy gods is in thee, and no secret troub- 
leth thee, itll me the visions of my dream that I have seen, 
and the interpretation thereof. 

* Thus were the visions of my head upon my bed : I saw, 
and behold a tree in the midst of the earth, and the height 
thereof was great. The tree grew, and was strong, and 
the height thereof reached unto heaven, and the sight 
tiiereof to the end of all the earth. The leaves thereof 
were fair, and the fruit thereof much, and in it was meat 
for all : the beasts of the field had shadow under it, and 
the fowls of the heaven dwelt in the branches thereof, and 
ail ilesli was fed of it. I saw in the visions of my head 
upon my bed, and, behold, a watcher and an holy one came 
down from heaven. He cried aloud, and said thus : " Hew 
down the tree, and cut off his branches, shake off his leaves, 
and scatter his fruit : let the beasts get away from under it, 
and the fowls from his branches. Nevertheless leave the 
stump of his roots in the earth, even with a band of iron 
and bra.ss, in the tender grass of the held ; and let it be 
wet with the dew of heaven, and let his portion be with 
the beasts in the grass of the earth: let his heart be 
changed from man's, and let a beast's heart be given unto 
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him; and let seven times pass over him. The sentence 
is by the decree of the watchers, and the demand by the 
word of the holy ones : to the intent that the living may 
know that the Most High ruleth in the kingdom of men^ 
and giveth it to whomsoever he will, and setteth up over it 
the lowest of men." This dream 1 king Nebuchadnezzar 
have seen: and thou, O Beiteshazzar, declare the inter- 
pfetatioOy forasmuch as all the wise men of my kingdom 
are not able to make known unto me the interpretation ; 
but thou art able, for the spirit of the holy gods is in tliee. 

*Then Daniel, whose name was Belteshazzar, was aslon- 
ted for a while, and his thoughts troubled him. The king 
answered and said» Belteshaszar, let not the dream, or the 
interpretation, trouble thee. Belteshazzar answered and 
said, My lord, the dream be to them that hate thee, and 
the interpretation thereof to thine adversaries. The tree 
that thou sawesty which grew, and was strong, whose 
height readied unto the heaven, and the sight thereof to 
all the earth ; whose leaves were fair, and the fruit thereof 
much, and in it was meat for all ; under which the beasts 
of the held dwelt, and upon whose branches the fowls of 
the heaven had their habitation ; it is thou, O king, that 
art grown and become strong : for thy greatness is grown, 
and readieth unto heaven, and thy dominion to the end 
of the earth. And whereas the king saw a watcher and 
an holy one coming down from heaven, and saying, Hew 
down the tree, and destroy it; nevertheless leave the 
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stump of the routs thereof in Uic earth, even \vit!i a band 
of iron and brass^ in the tender grass of the held ; and let 
it be wet with the dew of heaven, and let his portion be 
with the beasts of the field, till seven times pass over him ; 
this is the interpretation, O king, and it is the decree of 
the Most High, which is come upon my lord the king : 
that thou shalt be driven from men, and thy dwelling shall 
be with the beasts of the field, and thou shalt be made to 
eat grass as oxen, and shalt be wet with the dew of heaven, 
and seven times shall pass over thee ; till thou know that 
the Most High ruleth in the kingdom of men, and giveth 
it to whomsoever he will . And whereas they commanded to 
leave the stump of the tree roots ; thy kingdom shall be 
sure unto thee, alter that thou shalt have known that the 
heavens do rule. Wherefore, O king, let my counsel be 
acceptable unto thee, and break off thy sins by righteous- 
ness, and thine iniquities by shewing mercy to the poor; 
if there may be a lengthening of thy tranquillity. 

^ AH this came upon the king Nebuchadnezzar. At the 
end of twelve montlis he was walking in the royal palace 
of Babylon. The king spake and said. Is not this great 
Babylon, which I have built for the royal dwelling place, 
by the might of my power and for the glory of my maj« 
esty? While the word was in the king's mouth, there 
fell a voice from heaven, saying : " O king Nebuchadnezzar, 
to thee it is spoken : the kingdom is departed from thee. 
And thou shalt be driven from men, and thy dwelling 
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shall be with the beasts of the field ; thou shalt be made 
to eat grass as oxen, and seven times shall pass over thee ; 
until thou know that the Most High ruieth in the kingdom 
of men, and giveth it to whomsoever he will.^^ The same 
hour was the thing fulfilled upon Nebuchadnezzar : and he 
was driven from men, and did eat grass as oxen, and his 
body was wet with the dew of heaven, till his hair was 
grown like eagles* feathers, and his nails like birds' daws. 
And at the end of the days I Nebuchadnezzar lifted up 
mine eyes unto heaven, and mine understanding returned 
unto me, and I blessed the Most High, and I praised and 
honoured him that liveth for ever; for his dominion is an 
everlasting dominion, and his kingdom from generation to 
generation : and all the inhabitants of the earth are reputed 
as nothing: and he doeth according to his will in the 
army of heaven, and among the inhalitants of the earth: 
and none can stay his hand, or say unto him, What doest 
thou? At the same time mine understanding returned 
unto me ; and for the glory of my kingdom, my majesty 
and brightness returned unto me ; and my counsellors and 
my lords sought unto me; audi was establisb.ctl in my 
kingdom, and excellent <^reatness was added unto me. 

^Now I Nebuchadnezzar praise and extol and honour the 
King of heaven ; for all his works are truth, and his ways 
judgement: and those that walk in pride he is able to 
abase.*

The Story of Belshamr^s Feast 

Belshazzar the king made a great feast to a thousand of 
his lords, and drank wine before the thousand. Bel- 
shazzar, whiles he tasted the wine, commanded to bring 
the golden and silver vessels which Nebuchadnezzar his 
father had taken out of the temple which was in Jerusa- 
lem ; that the king and his lords, his wives and his con- 
cubines, might drink therein. Then they brought the 
golden vessels that were taken out of the temple of the 
house of God which was at Jerusalem ; and tiie king and 
his lords, his wives and his concubines, drank in them. 
They drank wine, and praised the gods of gold, and of 
silver, of brass, of iron, of wood, and of stone. In the same 
hour came forth the fingers of a man's hand, and wrote over 
against the candlestick upon the plaister of the wall of the 
king's palace : and the king saw the part of the hand that ' 
wrote. Then the king's countenance was changed in him, 
and his thoughts troubled him ; and the joints of his loins 
were loosed, and his knees smote one against another. 
The king cried aloud to bring in the enchanters^ the Chal- 
deans, and the soothsayer^. The king spake and said to 
the wise men of Babylon, Whosoever shall read this writ- 
ing, and shew me the interpretation thereof, shall be 
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dothed with purple^ and have a chain of gold about his 
necte, and shall rule as one of three in the kingdom. Then 

C3.mc in all the king's wise men : but they could not read the 
writing, nor make known to the king the interpretation* 
Then was king Belshazzar greatly troubled, and his counte- 
nance was changed in him^ and his lords were perplexed. 

Now the queen by reason of the words of the king and 
his lords came into the banquet house: the queen spake 
and said: O king, live for ever; let not thy thoughts 
trouble thee, nor let thy countenance be changed : there 
is a man in thy kingdom, in whom Is the spirit of the holy 
gods ; and in the days of thy father light and understand- 
ing and wisdom, like the wisdom of the gods, was found in 
him : and the king X^ebuchadnezzar thy father, the king, 
I say, thy. father, made him master of the magicians, 
enchanters, Chaldeans, and soothsayers ; forasmuch as an 
excellent spirit, and knowledge, and understanding, inter- 
preting of dreams, and shewing of daik sentences, and 
dissolving of doubts, were found in the same Daniel, v. horn 
the king named Beiteshazzar. Now let Daniel be called, 
and he will shew the interpretation. 

TIjci\ was Daniel brought in before the king. Tlie 
king spake and said unto Daniel, Art thou that Daniel, 
which art of the children of the captivity of Judah, whom 
the king my father brought out of Judah? 1 have heard 
of thee, that the spirit of the gods is in thee, and that 
light and understanding and excellent wisdom is found in 
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thee. And now the wise men, the enchanters, have been 
brought in before me^ that they should read this writing, 

and make known unto me the interpretation thereof; but 
they could not shew the interpretation of the thing. But 
I have heard of thee, that thou canst give interpretations! 
and dissolve doubts : now if thou canst read the writing, 
and make known to me the interpretation thereof, thou 
shalt be clothed with purple, and have a chain of gold 
about thy neck, and shalt rule as one of three in the king- 
dom. Then Daniel answered and said before the king: 
Let thy gifts be to thyself, and give thy rewards to another ; 
nevertheless I will read the writing unto the king, and 
make known to him the interpretation. O thou king, the 
Most High God gave Nebuchadnezzar thy father the 
kingdom, and greatness, and glory, and majesty: and 
because of the greatness that he gave him, all the peoples, 
nations, and languages trembled and feared before him: 
whom he w^ould he slew, and whom he would he kept 
alive; and whom he would he raised up, and whom he 
would he put down. But when his heart was lifted up, 
and his spirit was hardened that he dealt proudly, he was 
deposed from his kingly throne, and they took his glory 
from him : and he was driven from the sons of men ; and 
his heart was made like the beasts, and his dwelling was 
with the wild asses ; he was fed with grass like oxen, and 
his body was wet with the dew of heaven : until he knew 
that the Most High God ruleth in the kingdom of men, and 
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that he setteth up over it whomsoever he will. And thou 

his son, O iklshazzar, hast not humbled thine heart, 
though thou knewest ail this; but hast lifted up thyself 
against the Lord of heaven ; and they have brought the 
vessels of his house before thee, and thou and thy lords^ 
thy wives and thy concubines have drunk wine in them ; 
and thou hast praised the gods of silver, and gold, of brass, 
iron, wood, and stone, which see not, nor hear, nor know ; 
and the God in whose hand thy breath isi and whose are 
all thy ways, hast thou not glorified : then was the part of 
the hand sent from before him, and this writing was 
inscribed. And this is the writing that was inscribed * : 



This is the interpretation of the thing: 

God hath numbered thy kingdom : 
And brought it to an end ! 

* [Daniel reads down, up, down: instead of across.] 
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Thou art weighed in the balances : 
And art found wanting ! 

Thy kingdom is divided : 

And given to the Medes and Persians! 

Then commanded Belshaziiar, and they clothed Daniel 

with purple, and put a chain of gold about h\% neck, and 
made proclamation concerning him, that he should rule as 
one of three in the kingdom. In that night Belshazzar the 
Chaldean king was slain. And Darius the Mede received 
the kingdom, being about threescore and two years old.

The Story of Daniel in the Den of Lions 

It pleased Darius to set over the kingdom an hundred 

and twenty satraps, which should be throviG:hout the whole 
kingdom; and over tliem three presidents, of whom 
Daniel was one; that these satraps might give account 
unto them, and that the king should have no damage. 
Then this Daniel was distinguished above the presidents 
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and the satiapSi because an excellent spirit was in him; 
and the king thought to set him over the whole realm* 
Then the presidents and the satraps sought to find 

occasion against DrLniel as touching the kingdom ; but 
they could find none occasion nor fault ; forasmuch as he 
was faithful, neither was tliere any error or fault found in 
him. Then said these men, We shall not find any occa- 
sion against this Daniel, except we find it against him 
concerning thc^ law of his God. Then these presidents 
and satraps assembled together to the king, and said thus 
unto him : King Darius, live for ever. All the presidents 
of the kingdom, the deputies and the satraps, the counsel- 
lors and the governors, have consulted together to estab- 
lish a royal statute, and to make a strong interdict, that 
whosoever shall ask a petition of any god or man for 
thirty days, save of thcc, O king, he shall be cast into the 
den of lions. Now, O king, establish the interdict, and 
sign the writing, that it be not changed, according to the 
law of the Medes and Persians, which altereth not. 
Wherefore kincf Darius signed tlie writing and the interdict. 

And when Daniel knew that the writing was signed, he 
went into his house ; (now his windows were open in his 
chamber toward Jerusalem;) and he kneeled upon his 
knees three times a day, and prayed, and gave thanks 
before his God, as he did aforetime. Then these men 
assembled togetlier, and found Daniel making petition and 
supplication before his God. Then they came near, and 
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spake before the king concerning the king's interdict: 
Hast thou not signed an interdict^ that every man that 
shall make petition unto any god or man within thirty 
days, save unto thee> O king, shall be cast into the den 
of lions? The king answered and said. The thing is true, 
according to the law of the Aledes and Persians, which 
altereth not. Then answered they and said before the 
king, That Daniel, which is of the children of the captivity 
of Judahy regardeth not thee, O king, nor the interdict 
that thoa hast signed, but maketh his petition three times 
a day. Then the king, when he heard these words, was 
sore displeased, and set his heart on Daniel to deliver 
him : and he laboured till the going down of the sun to 
rescue him* Then these men assembled together unto 
the king, and ssud unto the king, Know, O king, that it is 
a law of tlie Medcs and Persians, that no interdict nor 
statute which the king establisheth may be changed. 
Then the king commanded, and they brought Daniel and 
cast him into the den of lions. Now the king spake and 
said unto Daniel, Thy God whom thou servest continually, 
he will deliver thee. And a stone was brought, and laid 
upon the mouth of the den ; and the king sealed it with 
his own signet, and with the signet of his lords ; that noth* 
ing might be changed concerning Daniel. 

Then the king went to his palace, and passed the night 
fasting ; neither were instruments of music brought before 
him ; and his sleep fled from him. Then the king arose 
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very early in the morning, and went in haste unto the den 

of lions. And when he came near unto the den to 
Daniel, he cried with a lamentable voice : the king spake 
and said to Daniel, O Danieli servant of the living God^ 
is thy God, whom thou servest continually, able to deliver 
thee from the lions? Then said Daniel unto the king, 
O king, live for ever. My God hath sent his angel, and 
hath shut the lions' mouths, and they have not hurt me : 
forasmuch as before him innocency was found in me ; and 
also before thee, O king, have 1 done no hurt* Then 
was the king exceeding glad, and commanded that they 
should take Daniel up out of the den. So Daniel was 
taken up out of the den, and no manner of hurt was found 
upon him, because he had trusted in his God. And 
the king commanded, and they brought those men which 
had accused Daniel, and they cast them into the den 
of lions, them, their children, and their wives ; and the 
lions had the mastery ot them, and brake all tlieir bones 
in pieces, or ever they came at the bottom of the den. 

Then king Darius wrote unto all the peoples, nations, 
and languages, that dwell in all the earth : Peace be multi- 
plied unto you* I make a decree^ that in all the dominion 
of fjiy kingdom men tremble and fear before the God of 
Daniel: for he is the liviyig God, and stedfast for ever^ 
and his kingdom thai wiiich shall not be destroy ed^ and his 
dominion shall be even unto the end: he deUvereth and 
rescueth^ afid he worketh signs and wonders in heaven and 
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in iorih; who hath delivered Daniel from the power of 
the lions. 

So this Daniel prospered in the reign of Darius, and in 
the reign of Cyrus the Persian.

The Revelation of Daniel 

I 

The Vision of the Four Beasts 

In the first year of Belshazzar king of Babylon Daniel 
had a dream and visions of his head upon his bed: then 
he wrote the dream and told the sum of the matters. 

Daniel s|)ake and said: I saw in my vision by night, and, 
behold, the four winds of the heaven brake forth upon the 
great sea. And four great beasts came up from the sea, 
diverse one from another. The first was like a lion^ and 
had eaglets wings: I beheld till the wings thereof were 
plucked, and it was lifted up from the eartli, and made to 
stand upon two feet as a man, and a man's heart was given 
to it. And behold another beast, a second, like to a bear, 
and it was raised up on one side, and three ribs were in his 
mouth between his teeth: and they said thus unto it, 
Arise, devour much flesh. After this I beheld, and lo 
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another, like a leopard, which had upon the back of it 
four wings of a fowl; the beast had also four heads; and 
dominion was given to it. After this I saw in the night 
vbions, and behoM a fourth beast^ terrible and powerful^ 
and strong exceedingly; and it had great iron teeth: it 
devoured and brake in pieces, and stamped the residue 
with his feet : and it was diverse from all the beasts that 
were before it; and it had ten horns. I considered the 
homsy andy behold, there came up among them another 
horn, a little one, before which three of the first horns 
were plucked up by the roots : and, behold, in this horn 
were eyes like the eyes of a man, and a mouth speaking 
great things. I beheld till thrones were placed, and one 
that was ancient of days did sit : his raiment was white as 
snow, and the hair of his head like pure wool ; his throne 
was fiery flames, and the wheels thereof burnini; lire. A 
fiery stream issued and came forth from before him: 
thousand thousands ministered unto him, and ten thou- 
sand times ten thousand stood before him : the judgement 
was set, and the books were opened. I beheld at that 
time because of the voice of the great words which the 
horn spake; I beheld even till the beast was slain, and 
his body destroyed, and he was given to be burned with 
fire. And as for the rest of the beasts, their dominion 
was taken away: yet their lives were prolonged for a 
season and a time. I saw in the night visions, and, 
behold^ there came with the clouds of heaven one like

unto a son of man, and he came even to the ancient of 

days, and they brought him near before him. And there 
was given him dominion, and glory, and a kingdom, that all 
the peoples, nations, and languages should serve him : his 
dominion is an everlasting dominioni which shall not pass 
away, and his kingdom that which shall not be destroyed. 

As for me Daniel, rnv spirit was grieved in the midst of 
my body, and the visions of my head troubled me. I 
came near unto one of them that stood by, and asked him 
the truth concerning all this. So he told me^ and made 
me know the interpretation of the things. These great 
beasts, which are four, are four kings, which shall arise 
out of the earth. But tlie saints of the Most High shall 
receive the kingdom^ and possess the kingdom for ever, 
even for ever and ever. Then I desired to know the truth 
concerning the fourth beast, which was diverse from all of 
them, exceedingly terrible, whose teeth were of iron, and 
his nails of brass ; which devoured, brake in pieces, and 
stamped the residue with his feet : and concerning the ten 
horns that were on his head, and the other horn which 
came up, and before which three fell ; even that horn that 
had eyes, and a mouth that spake great things, whose look 
was more stout than his fellows. I beheld, and the same 
horn made war with the saints, and prevailed against 
them ; until the ancient of days came, and judgment was 
given to the saints of the Most High ; and the time came 
that the saints possessed the kingdom. Thus he said. 
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The fourth beast shall be a fourth kingdom upon earth, 
which shall be diverse from all tlie kingdoms, and shall 
devour the whole earth, and shall tread it down, and break 
it in pieces. And as for the ten horns, out of this kingdom 
shall ten kings arise : and another shall arise after them ; 
and he shall be diverse from the former, and he shall put 
down three kings. And he shall speak words against the 
Most High, and shall wear out the saints of the Most 
High: and he shall think to change the times and the 
law ; and they shall be given into his hand until a time 
and times and half a time. But the judgement shall sit, 
and they shall take away his dominion, to consume and 
to destroy it unto the end. And the kingdom and the 
dominion, and the greatness of the kingdoms under the 
whole heaven, shall be given to the people of the saints of 
the Most High : his kingdom is an everlasting kingdom, 
and all dominions shall serve and obey him. Here is the 
end of the matter. As for me Daniel, my thoughts much 
troubled me, and my countenance was changed in me : but 
I kept the matter in my heart.

The Vision of the Ram and the He^oai 

In the third year of the reign of king Belshazzar a vision 
appeared unto me, even unto me Daniel, after that which

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appeared unto me at the first. And 1 saw ia the vision — 
now it was so, that when I saw, I was in Shushan the 
palace, which is in the province of Elam — and I saw in 
the vision^ and I was by the river Ulal. Then I lifted up 
nine eyes, and saw, and^ behold, there stood before the 
river a ram which had two horns : and the two horns were 
high ; but one was higher than the other, and the higher 
caooe up last. I saw the ram pushing westwardi and north* 
ward, and southward; and no beasts could stand before 
him, neither was there any that could deliver out of his 
hand ; l>ut he did accordiii)^ tn hii^ will, and 1 nag nil led 
himself. And as I was considering, hciiold, an he-goat 
came from the west over the fooe of the whole earth, and 
touched not the ground : and the goat had a notable horn 
between his eyes. And he came to the ram that had the 
two horns, which I saw standing before the river, and lan 
upon liim in the fury of iiis power. And 1 saw him come 
dose unto the ranut and be was moved with choler against 
him, and smote the rarot and brake his two boras ; and 
there was no power in the ram to stand before him : but 
lie cast Inin down to the ground, and trampled upon him; 
and there was none that could deliver the ram out of hb 
band* And the he^goat magnified himself exceedingly: 
and when he was strong, the great horn was brolcen ; and 
instead of it there came up four notable horns toward the 
fonr winds of heaven. And out of one of them came forth 

a little bon^ which waxed exccedlmg great, toward the 
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south) and toward the east, and toward the glorious land. 
And it waxed great, even to the host of heaven ; and some 

of the host and of the stars it cast down to the ground, 
and trampled upon them. Yea, it magnified itself, even 
to the prince of the host ; and it took away from him the 
contiutud burnt ofFering, and the place of his sanctuary 
was cast down. And the host was given over to it to- 
gether with the continual burnt offerinef throus^h trans- 
gression; and it cast down truth to the ground, and it did 
its pleasure and prospered. Then I heard a holy one 
speaking ; and another holy one said unto that certain one 
which spake: How long shall be the vision concerning 
the continual burnt oflfering, and the transgression that 
maketh desolate, to give both the sanctuary and the host 
to be trodden under foot ? And he said unto me : Unto 
two thousand and three hundred evenings and mornings ; 
then shall the sanctuLiry be clc:inscd. 

And it came to pass, when 1, even I Daniel, had seen 
the vision, that I sought to understand it; and, behold, 
there stood before me as the appearance of a man. And 
I heard a man's voice between the banks of Ulai^ which 
called, and said, Gabriel, make tins man to understand the 
vision. So he came near where 1 stood; and when he 
came^ I was affrighted, and fell upon my face : but he said 
unto met Understand, O son of man ; for the vision be* 
longeth to the time of the end. Now as he was speaking 
with me, I fell into a deep sleep with my face toward the 
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ground : but he toudied itie^ and set me upright. And he 

said, Behold, I will make thee know what shaU be in tlie 
latter time of the indignation: for it beiongeth to the 
appointed time of the end. The ram which thou sawest 
that had the two horns, they are the kings of Media and 
Persia. And the rough he-goat is the king of Greece: 
and the great horn that is between his eyes is the first 
king. And as for that which was broken, in the place 
whereof four stood up^ four kingdoms shall stand up out 
of the nation, but not with his power. And in the latter 
time of their kingdom, when the transgressors are come to 
the full, a king ol" herce countenance, and understanding 
dark sentences, shall stand up. And his power shall be 
mighty, but not by his own power; and he shall destroy 
wonderfully, and shall prosper and do his pleasure : and 
he shall destroy the mighty ones and the holy people. 
And through his policy he shall cause craft to prosper in 
his hand; and he shall magnify himself in his heart, and 
in their security sh^ he destroy many : he shall also stand 
up against the prince of princes ; but he shall be broken 
without hand. And the vision of the evenings and morn- 
ings which hath been told is true: but sluii thou up the 
vision ; for it beiongeth to many days to come. And I 
Daniel fainted, and was sick certain days ; then I rose up, 
and did the king^s business : and I was astonished at the 
vision, but there was none to make it understood. 
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3 

Vision of the Time of Restoration 

In the first year of Darius the son of Ahasaenis, of the 
seed of the Medes, which was made king over the realm 

of the Chaldeans; in the first year of his reign I Daniel 
understood by the books the number of the years, whereof 
the word of the Lord came to Jeremiah the prophet, for 
the accomplishing of the desolations of Jerusalemt even 
seventy years. And I set my face unto the Lord God, to 
seek by prayer and supplications, with fasting, and sack- 
cloth, and ashes. And I prayed unto the Lord my God, 
and made confession, and said : 

Lord, the great and dreadful God, which keepeth 
covenant and mercy with them that love him and keep 
his commandments ; we have sinned, and have dealt per- 
versely, "and have done wickedly, and have rebelled, even 
turning aside from thy precepts and from thy judgements : 
neither have we hearkened unto thy servants the prophets, 
which spake in thy name to our kings, our princes, and 
our fathers, and to all the people of the land. O Lord, 
righteousness belongeth unto thee, but unto us confusion 
of face, as at this day ; to the men of Judah, and to the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, and unto all Israel, that are near, 
and that are far ofi^ through all the countries whither thou 
hast driven them, because of their trespass that they have 
trespassed against thee. O Lord, to us belongeth confusion 
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of face, to our kings, to our princes, and to our fathers, 
because we have sinned against thee. To the Lord our God 
belong mercies and forgivenesses; for we have rebelled 
against him; neither have we obeyed the voice of the 
Lord our God, to walk in his laws, which he set before us 
by bis servants the prophets. Yea, all Israel have trans- 
gressed thy law, even turning aside, that they should not 
obey thy voice : therefore hath the curse been poured out 
upon us, and the oath that is written in the law of Moses 
the servant of God ; for we have sinned against him. And 
be hath confirmed his words, which he spake against us, 
and against our judges that judged us, by bringing upon 
us a great evil : for under the whole heaven hath not been 
done as hath been done upon Jerusalem. As it is written 
in the law of Moses, aU this evil is come upon us: yet 
have we not intreated the favour of the Lord our God, 
that we should turn from our iuiquiiics, and have discern- 
ment in thy truth. Therefore hath the Lord watched 
over the evil, and brought it upon us : for the Lord our 
God is righteous in all his works which he doeth, and we 
have not obeyed his voice. And now« O Lord our God, that 
hast brought thy people forth out of the land of Eg}'pt with 
a mighty hand, and hast gotten thee renown, as at this day ; 
we have sinned, we have done wickedly. O Lord, accord- 
ing to all thy righteousness, let thine anger and thy fury, 
I pray thee, be turned away from thy city Jerusalem, thy 
oly moimtain : because for oui; sins, and for the iniquities 
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of our taihtrSf Jenisalem and thy people are become a 
reproach to all tiiat are round about us. Now therefore, 

C) our God, hearken unto the pmyer of th}' servant, and to 
his supplications, and cause tiiy face to shine upon thy 
sanctuary that is desolate^ for the Lord's sake. O my 
Gody iodine thine ear^ and hear; open thine eyes^ and 
behold our desolations, and the city which is called by thy 
name : for we do not present our siij;|)lications before thee 
for our rigliteousnesses, but for tliy great mercies. O Lord, 
hear ; O Lord, forgive ; O Lord, hearken and do ; defer 
not ; for thine own sake, O my God^ because thy dty and 
thy people are called by thy name.' 

And whiles 1 was speaking, and praying, and confessing 
my sin and the sin of my people Israel, and presenting 
my supplication before the Lord my God for the holy 
mountain of my God; yea, whiles I was speaking in 
prayer, the man Gabriel, whom I had seen in the vision 
at the beginning, being caused to fly swiftly, touched me 
about the time of the evening oblation. And he instructed 
me, and talked with me, and said, O Daniel, I am now 
come forth to make thee skilful of understanding* At the 
beginning of thy supplications the commandment went 
forth, and I am come to tell thee; for thou art greatly 
beloved : therefore consider the matter, and understand 
the vision. Seventy weeks are decreed upon thy people 
and upon thy holy dty, to finish transgression^ and to 
make an end of sins, and to make reoondliation for iniq- 
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uity, and to bring in everlasting righteousness, and to seal 
up vision and prophecy^ and to anoint the most holy. 

Know therefore and discern, that from the going forth of 
the commandment to restore and to build Jerusalem unto 
the anointed one, the prince^ shaU be seven weeks : and 
threescore and two weeks, it shall be built again, with 
street and moat, even in troublous times. And after the 
threescore and two weeks shall the anointed one be cut 
off, and shall have nothing : and the people of the prince 
that shall come shall destroy the city and the sanctuary ; 
and his end shall be with a flood, and even unto the end 
shall be war; desolations are determined. And he shall 
make a firm covenant with manv for one week : and for 
the half of the week he shall cause the sacrifice and the 
oblation to cease; and upon the wing of abominations 
shall come one that maketh desolate ; and even unto the 
consummation, and tiial determined, shall wrath be poured 
out upon the desolator.

Vision of the Time of the End 

In the third year of Cyrus king of Persia a thing was 
revealed unto Daniel, whose name was called Belteshazzar ; 
and the thing was true, even a great war&re: and he 
understood the thing, and had understanding of the vision. 

In those days I Daniel was mourning three whole weeks. 
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I ate no pleasant bread, neither came flesh nor wine in my 
mouth, neither did I anoint myself at all, till three whole 
weeks were fiilfiiled. And in the lour and twentieth day 
of the first months as I was by the side of the great river, 
which is Hiddekely I lifted up mine eyes, and looked, and 
beiiold a man clothed in linen, whose loins were girded 
with pure gold of Uphaz : his body also was like the beryl, 
and his face as the appearance of lightning, and his eyes 
as lamps of fire^ and his arms and his feet like in colour 
to burnished brass, and the voice of his words like the 
voice ot a multitude. .-Viid 1 Daniel alone saw the vision : 
for the men that were with me saw not the vision ; but a 
great quaking fell upon them, and they fled to hide them* 
selves* So I was left alone, and saw this great vision, and 
there remained no strength in me: for my comeliness 
was turned in me into corruption, and I retained no 
strength. Yet heard I the voice of his words: and when 
I heard the voice of his words, then was I fallen into a 
deep sleep on my &ce, with my face toward the ground. 
And, behold, a hand touched me, which set me upon my 
knees and upon the palms of my hands. And he said 
unto me, O Daniel, thou man greatly beloved, understand 
the words that I speak unto thee, and stand upright ; for 
unto thee am I now sent : and when he bad spoken this 
word unto me, I stood trembling. Then said he unto me, 
Fear not, Daniel ; lor from the first day that thou didst 
set thine heart to understand, and to humble thyself before 
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thy Ciod, thy words were heard : and I am conic for thy 
words sake. But the prince of the kingdom of Persia 
withstood mc one and twenty days ; but, lo, Michael^ one 
of ^e chief princes, came to help me: and I remained 
there witib the kings of Persia. Now I am come to make 
thee understand what shall befall thy people in the latter 
days : for the vision is yet for many days. And when he 
had spoken unto me according to these words, I set my 
£3ice toward the ground, and was dumb. And, behold, one 
like the similitude of the sons of men touched my lips: 
then I opened my mouth, and spake and said unto him 
that stood before me, O my lord, by reason of the vision 
my sorrows are turned upon me, and I retain no strength. 
For how can the servant of this my lord talk with this my 
lord ? for as for me, straightway there remained no strength 
in me, neither was there breath left in me. Then there 
touched me again one like the appearance of a man, and 
he strengthened me. And he said, O man greatly beloved, 
fear not : peace be unto thee, be strong, yea, be strong. 
And when he spake unto me, I was strengthened, and said, 
Let my lord speak ; for thou hast strengthened me. Then 
said be, Knowest thou wherefore I am come unto thee? 
and now will I return to fight with the prince of Persia: 
and when I go forth, lo, the prince of Greece shall come. 
But I will tell thee that which is inscribed in the writing 
of truth : and there is none that hoideth with me against 

these^ but Michael your prince. And as for me, in the 
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fifst year of Darius the Mede, I stood up to confirm and 

strengthen him. 

And now will I shew thee the truth. Behold, there 
shall stand up yet three kings in Persia; and the fourth 
shall be £ur richer than they all : and when he is wazed 
strong through his riches, he shall stir up all against the 
realm of Greece, And a mighty king shall stand up, that 
shall rule with great dominion, and do according to his 
will. And when he shall stand up, his kingdom shall be 
broken^ and shall be divided toward the four winds of 
heaven; but not to his posterity, nor according to his 
dominion wherewith he ruled ; for his kingdom shall be 
plucked up, even for others beside these. And the king 
of the south shall be strong, and one of his princes ; and 
he shall be strong above him, and have dominion; his 
dominion shall be a great dominion. And at the end 
of years they shall join themselves together ; and the 
daughter of the king of the south shall come to the king of 
the north to make an agreement : but she shall not retain 
the strength of her arm; neither shall he stand, nor his 
arm; but she shall be given up, and they that brought her, 
and he that begat her, and he that strengthened her in 
those times. But out of a shoot from her roots shall one 
stand up in his place, which shall come unto the ariny, 
and shall enter into the fortress of the king of the north, 
and shall deal against them, and shall prevail : and also 
their gods, with their molten images, and with their goodly 
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vessels of silver and of gold, shall he carry captive into 
Egypt ; and he shall refrain some years from the king of 
the north. And he shall come into the realm of the kin^ 

of the south, but he shall return into his own land. And 
his sons shall war, and shall assemble a multitude of great 
forces, which shall come on^ and overdo and pass 
through : and they shall return and war, even to his for- 
tress. And the king of the south shall be moved with 
choler, and shall come forth and fight with liim, even with 
the king of the north : and he shall set forth a great multi- 
tude, and the multitude shall be given into his hand. And 
the multitude shall be lifted up, and his heart shall be 
exalted : and he shall cast down tens of thousands, but he 
shall not prevail. And the king of the north shall return, 
and shall set forth a multitude greater than the former; 
and he shall come on at the end of the times, even of years, 
with a great army and with much substance. And in those 
times there shall many stand up against the king of the 
south : also the children of the violent among thv people 
shall lift themselves up to establish the vision ; but they 
shall fall. So the king of the north shall come, and cast 
up a mount, and take a well fenced dty : and the arms of 
the south shall not withstand, neither his chosen people, 
neither sliall there be any strength to withstand. But he 
that Cometh against him shall do according to iiis own will, 
and none shall stand before him : and he shall stand in the 
glorious land, and in his hand shall be destructioh. And 
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he shall set his to come with the strength of his 

whole kingdom, aiid upright ones with him ; and he shall 
do his pleasure: and he shall give him the daughter of 
women, to corrupt her ; but she shall not stand, neither 
be for him* After this shall he turn his face unto the 
isles, and shall take many: but a prince shall cause 
the reproach offered by him to cease ; yea, moreover, he 
shall cause his reproach to turn upon him. Then he shall 
turn his face toward the fortresses of his own land : but he 
shall stumble and fall^ and shall not be found. Then shall 
stand up in his place one that shall cause an exactor to 
pass througli the glory of the kingdom : but within few 
days he shall be destroyed, neither in anger, nor in battle. 
And in his place shall stand up a contemptible person, to 
whom they had not g^ven the honour of the kingdom : 
but he shall come in time of security, and shall obtain the 
kingdom by llatteries. And with the arms of a fluocl shall 
they be swept away from before him, and shall be broken ; 
yea, also the prince of the covenant. And after the league 
made with him he shall work deceitfully : for he shall come 
up, and shall become strong, with a snudl people. In time 
of security shall he come even upon the fattest places of 
the province ; and he shall do that which his fathers have 
not done, nor his fathers^ fathers ; he shall scatter among 
them prey, and spoil, and substance : yea, he shall devise 
his devices against the strong holds, even for a time. And 
he shall stir up his power and his courage against the king 
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of the south with a great army ; and the king of the south 
shall war in battle with an exceeding great and mighty 
army : but he shall not stand, for they shall devise devices 

against him. Yea, they that eat of his meat shall destroy 
him, and his army shall overflow ; and many shall fall 
down slain. And as for both these kings, their hearts 
shall be to do mischief, and they shall speak lies at one 
table : but it shall not prosper ; for yet the end shall be at 
the time appointed. Then shall he return into his land 
with great substance ; and his heart shall be against the 
holy covenant ; and he shall do his pleasure, and return 
to his own land. At the time appointed he shall return, 
and come into the south ; but it shall not be in the latter 
time as it was in the former. For ships of Kittim shall 
come against him ; therefore he shall be grieved, and shall 
return, and have indignation against the holy covenant, 
and shall do his pleasure : he shall even return, and have 
regard unto them that forsake the holy covenant. And 
arms shall stand on his part, and they shall profane the 
sanctuary, even the fortress, and shall take away the con- 
tinual burnt offering, and they shall set up the abomination 
that maketh desolate* And such as do wickedly against 
the covenant shall he pervert by flatteries : but the people 
that know their God shall be strong, and do exploits. 
And they that be wise among the people shall instruct 
many : yet they shall fall by the sword and by flame, by 
captivity and by spoil, many days. Now when they shall 
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fall, they shall be holj^en with a little help: but many shall 
join tliemselves unto them with tlatteries. And some of 
them that be wise shall fall^ to refine thein, and to purify, 
and to make them white^ even to the time of the end : 
because it is yet for the time appointed. And the king 
shall do according to his will; and he shall exalt himsplf 
and magnify himself above every god, and shall speak 
manrellons things against the God of gods : and he shall 
prosper till the indignation be accomplished; for that 
which is determined shall be done. Neither shall he 
regard the gods of his fathers, nor the desire of women, 
nor regard any god : for he slxall magnify himself above 
all. But in his place shall he honour the god of fortresses : 
and a god whom his feithers knew not shall he honour with 
gold, and sliver, and with precious stones, and pleasant 
things. And he shall deal with the strongest fortresses 
by the help of a strange god ; whosoever acknowledgeth 
him he will increase with glory : and he shall cause them 
to rule over many, and shall divide the land for a price. 
And at the time of the end shall the king of the south 
contend with him : and the king of the north sliall come 
against him like a whirlwind, with chariots, and with 
horsemen, and with many ships; and he shall enter into 
the countries, and shall overflow and pass through. He 
shall enter also into the glorious land, and many countries 
shall be overthrown : but these shall be delivered out of 
his hand, £dom, and Moab, and the chief of the children 
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of Ammon. He shall stretch forth his hand also upon 

the countries: and the land of Egypt shall not escape. 
But he shall have power over the treasures of gold and of 
silver, and over all the precious things of Egypt; and the 
Libyaas and the Ethiopians shall be at his steps. But 
tidings out of the east and out of the north shall trouble 
him: and he shall go fuith with great fury to destroy and 
utterly to make away many. And he shall plant the tents 
of his palace between the sea and the glorious holy moun- 
tain ; yet he shall come to his end, and none shall help 
him. And at that time shall Michael stand up, the great 
prince which standeth for the childi en of thy people : and 
there shall be a time of trouble, such as never was since 
there was a nation even to that same time: and at that 
time thy people shall be delivered, every one that shall 
be found written in the book. And many of them that 
sleep in the dust of the earth sball awake, some to ever- 
lasting life, and some to shame and everlasting contempt. 
And they that be wise shall shine as the brightness of the 
firmament; and they that turn many to righteousness 
as the stars for ever and ever* But thou, O Daniel, shut 
up the woids, and seal the book, even to the time of 
the end : many shall run to and fro, and knowledge sliall 
be increased. 

Then I Daniel looked, and, behold, there stood other two, 
the one on the brink of the river on this side, and the 

other on the brink of the river on that side. And one said 
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to the niaii cl-^'^.td :z. L_:;rL, which wi? u.o': >c :iac witers 
q£ the river, How JoQg shall it be to the end of these 
wondos? And i heard the man clothed in linen* which was 
abofe the lisrtcis the rirciv vlwtt he held iq> Ins li^^ 
and his left hand onto faeaTcn, and sme hf him that 
liveth for ever :lj.t iz sLiall be for a time, times, s^d an 
half; aod when they have made an end of brcakiiig in 
pieces the paver of tiie hoi j pcopltf ail these tiungs sha^ 
be finishfd. And I heaid, but I understood not: then 
said O lord* what shall be the issoe of these tMngsr 
And he said. Go thy way. Daniel : for the words are shot 
Bp and seaied tiii the time of the end. Many shall porify 
themselves^ and make ihemsdvcs white, and be refined; 
bot die widked shall dn wickedly; and none of the vided 
shall understand : bat they that be w^ shall midefistand. 
And froTT! the time that the continual bamt offering shall 
be taken avaj. and the aborotnation that maketh desolate 
set npy there shaB be a thoosand two hundr ed and ninety 
dais. Blrssfd is he that wahedi and cometh to the 
:l.^.^aiid zhree Iiu- ired ajid ive and thirty davs. Be: i^^j 
thoa thv wav til! th^ end be : for thoo shalt rest, and shall 
stand in th j m>U at tike end of the dajs.

When the Lord spake at the first by Hosea, the Lokd 
said unto Hosea, Go, take tinto thee a wife of whoredom 

and children of whoredom : for the land doth commit 
great whoredom, departing from the Lord. So he went 
and took Gomer the daughter of Diblaim ; and she con^ 
ceived, and bare him a son. And the Lord said unto 
him, Call his name Jezreel ; for yet a little while, and I 
will avenge the blood of Jezreel upon the house of Jehu, 
and will cause the kingdom of the house of Israel to cease. 
And it shall come to pass at that day^ that I will break the 
bow of Israel in the valley of Jezreel. And she conceived 
again, and bare a daughter. And the Lord said unto him, 
Call her name * Lo-ruhamah ' : for I will ' no more have 
mercy * upon the house of Israel, that I should in any wise 
pardon them. But I will have mercy upon the house of X 
Judah) and will save them by the Lord their God, and 
will not save them by bow, nor by sword, nor by battle, 
by horses» nor by horsemen. Now when she had .weaned 
Lo-ruhamahy she conceived, and bare a son. And the 
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Lord said, Call his name * Lo-ammi ' ; for ye are *not my 
people,' and I will not be your God. 

^ Yet the number of the children of Israel shall be as the 
sand of the sea, which cannot be measured nor numbered ; 
and it shall come to pass that, in the place where it was 
said unto them, Ye are not my people, it shall be said unto 
them, Ye are the sons of the living God. And the chil- 

< dren of Judah and the children of Israel shall be gathered 
together^ and they shall appoint themselves one head, 
and shall go up from the land : for great shall be the day 
of Je/.reel. Say ye unto your brethren, Ammi; and to 
your sisters, Ruhamah. 

Plead with your mother, plead ; for she is not my wife, 
neither am I her husband : and let her put away her whore* 
doms from her fsLce^ and her adulteries from between her 
breasts ; lest I strip her naked, and set her as in the day 
that she was born, and make her as a wilderness, and set 
her like a dry land, and slay her with thirst ; yea, upon 
her children will I have no mercy ; for they be children of 
whoredom. For their mother hath played the harlot : she 
that conceived them hath done shamefully : for she said, I 
will go after my lovers, that give me my bread and my 
vater, my wool and my flax, mine oil and my drink. 
Therefore, behold, I will hedge up thy way with thorns, and 
I will make a fence against her, that she shall not find her 
paths. , And she shall follow alter her lovers, but she shall 
not overtake them ; and she shall seek them, but shall not 
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find them : then shall she say, I will and return to my 
first husband; for then was it better with me than now. 
For she did not know that I gave her the corn, and the 
wine» and the oil^ and multiplied unto her silver and gold^ 
which they used for Baal. Therefore will I take back my 
corn in the time thereof, and my wine in the season thereof, 
and will pluck away my wool and my flax which should have 
covered her nakedness. And now will I discover her lewd- 
ness in the sight of her lovers, and none shall deliver her 
out of mine hand. 1 will also cause all her mirth to cease, 
her feasts, her new moons, and her sabbaths, and all her 
solemn assemblies. And I will lay waste her vines and her 
fig trees, whereof she hath said. These are my hire that my 
lovers have given me : and I will make them a forest, and 
the beasts of the field shall eat them . And I will visit upon 
her the days of the Baalim, unto which she burned incense; 
when she decked herself with her earrings and her jewels, « 
and went after her lovers, and forgat me, saith the Lord. 

Therefore, behold, I will allure her, and bring her into 
the wilderness, and speak comfortably unto her. And I 
will give her her vineyards from thence, and the valley of 
Achor for a door of hope : and she shall make answer 
there, as in the days of her youth, and as in the day when 
she came up out of the land of 'Egypt. And it shall be at 
that day, saith the Lord, that thou shall call me Ishi * ; and 
shalt call me no more Baali.'^ For I will take away the 

* [My husband— my l6rd.] 
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names of the Baalim out of her mouthy and they shall no 
more be mentioned by their name. And in that day will 
I make a covenant for them with the beasts of the field, 
and with the lowis of heaven, and with the creeping things 
of the ground : and I will break the bow and the sword 
and the battle out of the land, and will make them to lie 
down safely. And I will betroth thee unto me for ever; 
yea, I will betroth thee unto nie in righteousness, and in 
judgement^ and in lovingkindness, and in mercies. 1 will 
even betroth thee unto me in fisuthfulness : and thou shalt 
know the Lord. And it shall come to pass in that day, I 
will answer, saith the Lord, I will answer the heavens, and 
they shall answer the em ili ; and the earth shall answer 
the com, and tlie wine, and the oil ; and they shall answer 
Jezreel. And I will sow her unto me in the earth ; and I 
will have mercy upon her that had not obtained mercy ; 
and I will say to them which were not my people* Thou art 
my people ; and they shall say, Thuu art my Gud.

1^ f And the Lord said unto me, Go yet, love a woman be- 
loved of her husband, yet an adulteress, even as the LtM<i> 
loveth the children of Israel, though they turn unto other 
gods, and love cakes of raisins. So I bought her to me 
for fifteen pieces of silver, and an homer of barley, and aa 
half homer of barley : and I said unto her, Thou shalt abide 
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for me many days ; thou ahalt not play the harlot, and thou 
shalt not be any man^s wife : so will I also be toward thee. 

For the children of Israel shall abide many days without 
king, and wilhout prince, and without sacnhce, and with- 
out pillar, and without ephod or teraphim : afterward shall 
the children of Israel return, and seek the Lord their God, 
and pavid their king ; and shall come with fear unto the x 
LoitD and to his goodness in the latter days.

Heavy Corruption and Light Repentance * 

Hear the word of the Lord, ye children of Israel : for 
the Lord hath a controversy with the inhabitants of the 
land| because there is no truth, nor mercy, nor knowledge 
of God in the land. There is nought but swearing and 
breaking faith, and killing, and stealing, and committing 
adultery; they break out, and blood toucheth blood. 
Therefore shall the land mourn, and every one that 
dwelleth therein shall languish, with the beasts of the 
field and the fowls of heaven; yea, the fishes of the sea 
also shall be taken away. 

Yet let no man strive^ neither let any man reprove ; for 
thy people are as they that strive widi the priest. And i< 
thou shalt stumble in the day, and the prophet also shall 
stumble with thee in the night; and I will destroy thy 
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mother. My people arc destroyed for lack of knowledge : 
because thou hast rejected knowledge^ I will also reject 
thee, that thou shalt be no priest to me : seeing thou hast 
forgotten the law of thy God, I also will forget thy children. 
As they were multipiied, so they sinned agaiikst me : I will 
change their glory into shame . T hey feed on the sin of my 
people, and set their heart on their iniquity. And it shall 
be, like people, like priest : and I will punbh them for their 
ways, and will reward them their duiags. 

And they shall eat, and not have enough; they shall 
commit whoredom, and shall not increase : because they 
have left off to take heed to the Lord. Whoredom and 
wine and new wine take away the undersUnding. My 
people ask counsel at their stock, and their staff declareth 
unto them : for the spirit of whoredom hath caused them 
to err, and they have gone a whoring from under thehr God. 
They sacrifice upon the tops of the mountains, and bum 
incense upon the hills, under oaks and poplars and tere- 
binths, because the shadow thereof is good ; therefore your 
daughters commit whoredom, and your brides commit adul- 
tery. I will not punish your daughters when they commit 
whoredom, nor your brides when they commit adultery ; 
for they themselves go apart with whores, and they sacri- 
fice with the liarlots : and the people that doth not under- 
stand shall be overthrown. 

Though thou, Israel, play the hariot, yet let aol Judah 
offend ; and come not ye unto Gilgal, neither go ye up to

Beth-aven, nor swear, As the Lord liveth. For Israel 

hath behaved himself stubbornlv, like a stabborn heifer: 
now will the Lord feed them as a lamb in a large place. 
Ephraim is joined to idols ; let him alone. Their carouse 
is over; they commit whoredom continually; they are 
given up to love ; her rulers are a shame. The wind hath 
wrapped her up in its wings ; and they shall be ashamed 
because of their sacrifices. 

Hear this^ O ye priests, and hearken, ye house of Israel, 
and give ear, O house of the king, for unto you pertaineth 
the judgement ; for ye have been a snare at Mizpah, and a 
net spread upon Tabor. And the revolters are gone deep 
in corruption; but I am a rebuker of them all. I know 
Ephraim, and Israel is not hid from me: for now, O 
Ephraim, thou hast committed whoredom, Israel is defiled. 
Their doings will not suffer them to turn unto their God : 
for the spirit of whoredom is within them, and they know 
not the Lord.

Ephraim hath provoked to anger most bitterly : there- 
fore shall his blood be left upon him, and his reproach 
shall his Lord return unto him. When Ephraim spake 
with trembling he exalted himself in Israel : but when he 
offended in Baal, he died. And now they sin more and 
more, and have made them molten images of their silver, 
even idols according to their own understanding, all of 
them the work of the craftsmen t they say of them, Let 
the men that sacrifice kiss the calves. Therefore they 
shall be as the morning cloud, and as the dew that passeth 
early away, as the chaff that is driven with the whirlwind 
out of the threshing-fioor, and as the smoke out of the 
chimney. —

Also Amaziah said unto Amos, O thou seer, go, flee 
t/iee away into the land ofjudahy and there eat breads 
and prophesy there z but prophesy not again any more 
at Beth-el: for it is the kinjg^s sanctuary^ and it is a 
royal house. Then answered A mosy and said to Ama- 
ziahy I was no prophet^ neither was I a prophets son ; 
but I was a?i herdman, and a dresser of syconiore 
trees : and the Lord took me from following the fhcky 
and the Lord said unto nuy Goy prophesy unto 
people Israel. Now therefore hear thou the word of 
the Lord : Thou sayest, Prophesy not agauisi /sraely 
and drop not thy word against the house of Isaac ; 
therefore thus saith the Lord: Thy wife shall be an 
harlot in the city^ and thy sons and thy daughters 
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shaU fail by the sword^ and thy laftd shall be dwidid 
by Une ; and thou thyself shaU dU in a land thai is 

unclean^ and Israel shall surely be led away captive out 
of his land.)

Thus the Lord God shewed me : and behold, a basket of 

summer fruit. And he said, Amos, what seest thou? And 
I said, A basket of summer fruit. Then said the LORO 
unto me. The end is come upon my people Israel ; I will 
not again pass by them any more* And the sonp of the 
temple sluJl be bowlings in that day, saith the Lord God : 
the dead bodies shall be many ; in every place shall they 
cast them forth with silence. 

{Hear this, O ye that would swallow up the needy ^ 
and cause the poor of the land to faUj saying, When 
wUl the new moon begone^ thai we may sell com f and 
the sabbath f that we may set forth wheat t making the 
ephah small, and the shekel great, and dealing falsely 
with balances of deceit ; that ive uiay buy the poor for 
silver^ and tiu needy for a pair of shoes^ and sell the 
refuse of the wheat. The Lord hath sworn by 
excellency offacobj Surely I wiU never forget any ^ 
their works, ShaU not the land tremble for this^ a 
every one mourn that dwelleih therein f yea, it si 
rise up wholly like the River ; aftd it s/iali be troubuJ 
and sink again^ Uke th^ River of Egypt^ 
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And it shall come to pass in that day, saith the Lord 
GoDy that I will cause the sun to go down at noon, and I 
will darken the earth in the clear day. And 1 will turn 
your feasts into mourning, and all your songs into lamen- 
tation ; and I will bring up sackcloth upon all loins, and 
baldness upon every head; and I wiU make it as the 
mourmng for an only son, and the end thereof as a bitter 
day. Behold, the days come, saith the Lord God, that I 
will send a famine in the land, not a famine of bread, nor 
a thirst for water, but of hearing the words of the Lord. 
And they shall wander from sea to sea, and from the north 
even to tiie east ; they shall run to and fro to seek the word 
of the Lord, and shall not find it. In that day shall the 
feir virgins and the young men faint for thirst. They that 
swear by the sin of Samaria, and say. As thy God, O Dan, 
liveth ; and, As the way of Beer-Sheba liveth ; even they 
shall M, and never rise up again.

I saw the Lord standini^ beside the altar: and he said, 
Smite the chapiters, that the thresholds may shake : and 
break them in pieces on the head of all of them | and I 
will slay the last of them with the sword : there shall not 
one of them flee away, and there shall not one of them 
escape. Though they dio^ into hell, thence shall mine hand 
take them ; and though they climb up to heaven, thence 
will I bring them down. And though they hide them-

{For the Lord, tJu GOD of host is he tJiat toucheth 
the land and it meltethy and all that dwell therein 
shall mourn ; and it shall rise up wholly like the 
Rkfir ; and skaU sink agaifff like the River of Egypt ; 
Uishe thai btnldeth his chambers in the heamen^ and 
hath founded his vault upon the earth ; he that eailetk 
for the waters of the sea and pour cth them out upon 
the face of the earth ; the Lord is his name,)

Are ye not as the children of the Ethiopians unto me, 
O children of Israel? saith the Lord. Have not I brought 
up Israel out of the land of Egypt, and the Philistines from 
Caphtor, and the Syrians from Kir? Behold, the eyes of 
the Lord God are upon the sinful kiogdonii and I will 
destroy it from off the face of the earth. 

Saving that I will not utterly destroy the house of Jacob, 

saith the Lord. For, lo, 1 will command, and 1 will sift the 

house of Israel among all the nations^ like as corn is sifted 
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in a sieve, yet shall not the least grain fall upon the earth. 
Ail the sinners of my people shall die by the sword, which 
say. The evil shall not overtake nor prevent us.

In that day will I raise up the tabernacle of David that 
is fallen, and dose up the breaches thereof; and I will 
raise up his ruins, and I will build it as in the days of old ; 

that they may possess the remnant of Edom, and all the 
nations, which are called by my name, saith the Lord that 
doeth this.

That saith in his heart. Who shall bring me down 
to the ground? 
^ Though thou mount on high as the eagle,

If thieves came to thee, 

If robbers by night, 
(How art thou cut off!) 

Would they not steal till they had enough ? 
If grapegatherers came to thee, 

Would they not leave some gleaning grapes? 
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How are the things of Esau searched out! 

How are his hidden trea&ures sought up! 
Ail the men of thy confederacy have driven thee out, 

Even to the border ; 
The men that were at peace with thee have deceived 
thee, 

And prevailed against thee ; 
They that eat thy bread lay a snare under thee* 
There is none understanding of It. 

Shall I not in that d.iy, saith the LoKU, clc^Lroy the wise 
men out of Ecioin, and understanding out of the mount 
of l:^u? And thy mighty men^ O Tenum, shall be dis- 
mayed, to the end that every one may be cut off from the 
mount of Esau by slaughter. For the violence done to 
thy brother Jacob shame shall cover thee, and thou shalt 
be cut off for ever. In the day that thou st(jodest on 
the other sidet in the day that strangers carried away his 
substance, and foreigners entered into his gates, aad cast 
lots upon Jerusalem^ even thou wast as one of them. But 
look not thou on the day of thy brother in the day of his 
disaster, and rejoice not over the children of Judah in the 
day of their destruction ; iicitiier sj)eak proudly in the day 
of distress. Enter not into the gate of my people in the 
day of their calamity ; yea, look not thou on their affliction 
in the day of their calamity, neither ky ye hands on their 
substance in the day of their calamity. And stand thou 
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not in the crossway, to cut off those of his that escape : 
and deliver not up those of his that remain in the day of 
distress. For the day of the Lord is near upon all the 
nations : as thou hast done, it shall be done unto thee ; 
thy dealing shall return upon thine own head. For as ye 
have drunk upon my holy mountain, so shall all the nations 
drinlc continually, yea, they shall drink, and swallow down, 
and shall be as though they had not been. 

But in mount Zion there shall be those that escape, and 
it shall be holy ; and the house of Jacob shall possess their 
possessions. And the house of Jacob shall be a fire, and 
the house of Joseph a flame : and the house of Esau for 

stubble, and they shiill burn amonf:^ them, and devour 
them : and there sliall not be any remaining to the house 
of Esau ; for the Lord hath spoken it. And they of the 
South shall possess the mount of Esau ; and they of the 
lowland the Philistines : and they shall possess the field 
of Ephraim, and tlic field of Samaria: and Benjamin shall 
possess Gilead. And the captivity of this host of the chil- 
dren of Israel, which are among the Canaanites, ^^hali pos* 
aess even unto Zarephath ; and the captivity of Jerusalem, 
which is in Sepharad, shall possess the dties of the South. 
And saviours shall come up on mount Zion to judge the 
mount of Esau ; and the kingdom shall be the Lord^s. 
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The Flight to Tarshish 

Now the word of the Lord came unto Jonah the son of 
Amittai, saying, Arise, go to Nineveh, that great city, and 
cry against it ; for their wickedness is come up before me. 
But Jonah rose up to flee unto Tarshish from the presence 
of the Lord. And he went down to Joppa, and found a 
ship going to Tarshish ; so he paid the fare thereof, and 
went down into it, to go with them unto Tarshish from the 
presence of the Lord. But the Lord hurled a great wind 
uito the sea, and there was a mighty tempest in the sea, so 
that the ship was like to be broken. Then the mariners 
were afraid, and cried every man unto his god ; and they 
cast forth the wares that were in the ship into the sea, to 
lighten it unto them. But Jonah was gone down into the 
innermost parts of the ship; and he lay, and was &st 
asleep. So the shipmaster came to him, and said unto 
him. What meanest thou, O sleeper? arise, call upon thy 
God, if so be that God will think upon us, that we perish 
not. And they said every one to his fellow, Come, and 
let us cast lots, that we may know for whose cause this 
evil is upon us. So they cast lots, and the lot fell upon 
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Jonah. Then said they unto him, Tell us, we pray thee, 
for whose cause this evil is upon us ; what is thine occu- 
pation? and whence comest thou? what is thy country? 
and of what people art thou? And he said unto them, I 
am an Hebrew; and I fear the Lord^ the God of heaveni 
which hath made the sea and the dry land. Then were 
the men exceedingly afraid, and said unto him, What is 
this that thou hast done? (For the men knew that he 
fled from the presence of the Lord, because he had told 
them.) Then said they unto hiniy What shall we do unto 
thee^ that the sea may be calm unto us? for the sea grew 
more and more tempestuous. And he said unto them, 
Take me up, and cast me forth into the sea ; so shall the 
sea be calm unto you : for I know that for my sake this 
great tempest is upon you. Nevertheless the men rowed 
hard to get them back to the land^ but they could not : for 
the sea grew more and more tempestuous against them. 
Wherefore they cried unto the Lord, and said, We beseech 
thee, O Lord, we beseech thee, let us not perish for this 
man^s life^ and lay not upon us innocent blood : for thoUf 
O Lord, hast done as it pleased thee. So they took up 
Jonah, and cast him forth into the sea : and the sea ceased 
from her raging. Then the men feared the Lord exceed- 
ingly i and they offered a sacrifice unto the Lord, and nvade 
vows.

The Preaching at Nineveh 

And the word of the Lord came unto Jonah the second 

time, saying, Arise, go unto Nineveh, that great city, and 
preach unto it the preaching that I bid thee. So Jonah 
aroset and went unto Nineveh, according to the word of 
the Lord. Now Nineveh was an exceeding great city, 
of three days' journey. And Jonah began to enter into

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the dty a day^s journey, and he cried, and said^ Yet forty 
days, and Nineveh shall be overthrown. And the people 
of Nineveh believed God ; and they proclaimed a fest, and 

put on sackcloth, from the greatest of them even to the 
least of them. And the tidings reached the king of Nine- 
veh, and he arose from his throne^ and laid his robe from 
him, and covered him with sackcloth, and sat in ashes. 
And he made proclamation and published through Nine^ 
veh, by the decree of tlie king and his nobles, saying : * Let 
neither man nor beast, herd nor flock, taste any thing : let 
them not feed, nor drink water : but let them be covered 
with sackcloth, both man and beast, and let them cry 
mightily unto God : yea, let them turn every one from his 
evil way, and from the violence that is in their hands. 
Who knovveth whether God will not turn and repent, and 
turn away front his fierce anger, that we perish not? ' And 
God saw their works, that they turned from their evil way ; 
and God repented of the evil, which he said he would do 
unto them : and he did it not. 

But it displeased Jonah exceedingly, and he was nngry. 
And he prayed unto the Lord, and said, I pray thee, 
O Lord, was not this my saying, when I was yet in my 
country? Therefore I hasted to flee unto Tarshish : for I 
knew that thou art a gracious God, and full of compassion, 
slow to anger, and plenteous in mercy, and repentest thee 
of the evil. Therefore now, O Lord, take, I beseech thee, 
my life from me ; for it is better for me to die than to live. 
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And the Lokd said, Doest thou well to be angry? Then 
Jonah went out of the city, and sat on the east side ot the 
city, wad there made hun a booths and eat under it in the 
shadow, till he might see what would become of the dty. 
And the Lord God prepared a gourd, and made it to come 
up over Jonah, that it might be a shadow over his head, to 
deliver him irom his evil case. So Jonah was exceeding 
0»d because of the gourd. But God prepared a worm 
when the morning rose the next day, and it smote the 
gourd, that it withered. And it came to pass, when the sun 
arose, th;U dod prepai'ed a sulliy east wiad ; «md the sun 
beat upon the iicad of Jonah, that he fainted, and re* 
quested for himself that he might die, and said, It is better 
for me to die than to live. And God said to Jonah, Doest 
thou well to be angry far the gourd? And he said, I do 
well to be angry even unto death. And the Lord said: 
Thou hast had pity on the ^ourd, for t\w which thou ha<it 
not laboured, neither madcst it grow ; which came up in a 
night, and perished in a night : and should not i have pity 
on Nineveh, that great city ; wherdn are more than sUscore 
thousand persons that cannot discern between their right 
hand and their kit j and also much cattle? 
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A Discourse of Judgment and Salvation 

Hear, ye peoples, all of you ; hearken, O earth, and all 
that therein is : and let the Lord God be witness amonpj 
you, the Lord from his holy temple. For, behold, the 
Lord cometh forth out of his place, and will come down, 
and tread upon the high places of the earth. And the 
mountains shall be molten under him, and the valleys 
shall be cleft, as wax before the fire, as waters that are 
poured down a steep place. 'For the transgression of 

( Jacob is all tliis, and for the sins of the house of Israel. 
What is the transgression of Jacob? is it not Samaria? 

^ and what are the high places of Judah? are they not Jeru- 
salem ? Therefore I will make Samaria as an heap of the 
field, and as the plantings of a vineyard : and I will pour 
down the stones thereof into the valley^ and I will discover 
the foundations thereof. And aU her graven unages shaU 
be beaten to pieces, and all her hires shall be burned with 
fire, and all her idols will I lay desolate: for of the hire of 
an harlot hath she gathered them, and unto the hire of an 
harlot shall they return. 
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For this will I wail and howl ; 
I will go stripped and naked : 
I will make a wailing like the jackals. 
And a mourning like the ctriches. 

For her wounds are incurable : 
For it is come even unto Judah ; 
It reacheth to the gate of my people, 

Even to Jerusalem. 

Tell it not in Gath : 
Weep not at all ; 

At Beth-Ie-Aphrah roll thyself in the dust; 
Fass ye away, O inhabitant of Shaphir, in nakedness 
and shame.

The houses of ^ Achzib^ shall be ^ a deceitful things 

unto the kings of Israel ; 
I will yet bring unto thee^ O inhabitant of ^Mare- 

shah|^ him that shall * possess ^ thee. 

The glory of Israel shall come even unto Adullam : 
Make thee bald and poll thee for the children of 

thy delight ; 
Enlarge th}' baldness as the eagle : 
For they are gone into captivity from thee. 



Woe to them that devise iniquity and work evil upon 
their beds! when the morning is light, they practise it, 
because it is in the power of their hand. And they covet 
fieldsy and seize them ; and houses, and take them away : 
and they oppress a man and his house, even a man and 
his heritage. Therefore thus sailh the LoRD : Behold, 
against this family do 1 devise an evil, from which ye shall 
not remove your necks, neither shall ye walk haughtily; 
for it is an evil time. In that day shall they take up a 
parable against you, and lament with a doleful lamentatioui 
and say : 

We be utterly spoiled : 

He changeth the portion of my people : 
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How doth he remove it from me! 

To the rebellious he divideth our fields. 

Therefore thou shalt have none that shall cast the line by 
lot in the congregation of the Lord.

Prophesy ye not — thus they prophesy — they shaU not 
propliesy of these things : their reproaches never cease! — 
Shall it be said, O house of Jacob, Is the spirit of ihe 
Lord straitened? are these his doings? Do not my words 
do good to him that walketh uprightly? But of late my 
people is risen up as an enemy: ye strip the robe from 
off the t^^arment from them that pass by securely as men 
averse^ from war. The women of my people ye cast out 
from their pleasant houses ; from their young children ye 
take away my glory for ever. Arise ye, and depart ; for 
this is not your rest : because of undeanness that destroy- 
eth, even with a grievous destruction. 

If a mini w 'Aking in wind and falsehood do lie, saying, 
I will prophesy unto thee of wine and of strong drink; he 
shall even be the prophet of this people. 

* / wiU suTily assemhli^ O Jacobs aU of thee ; 

/ will surely gather the remnant of Israel: 
I will put them together as the sheep of Bozrah : 

As a fiock in the midst of thdr pasture, 
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Th^ shall mak$ great mise by reason of the muUUucU 
of mm: 

The breaker is gone up before them ; 

They have broken forth and passed on to thegate^ 

And are gone out thereat ; 
And their king is passed on before thenty 

And the Lord at the head ofthem^ a 

And I said, Hear, I pray you, ye heads of Jacob and ' 
rulers of the house of Israel: is it not for you to know 
judgement? who hate the good, and love the evil; who 
pluck off their skin from off them, and their fiesh from off 
their bones ; who also eat the flesh of my people ; and they 
Hay their skin from off them, and break their bones : yea, 
they chop them in pieces, as for the pot, and as flesh 
within the caldron. Then shall they cry unto the Lord, 
but he will not answer them : yea, he will hide his face 
' from them at that time, according as they have wrought 
evil in theur doings. Thus saith the Lord concerning the 
prophets that make my people to err: that bile with their 
C teeth and cry, Peace; and whoso putteth not into their 
\ mouths, they even prepare war against him: Therefore it 
shall be night unto you, that ye shall have no vision ; and 
it shall be dark unto you, that ye shall not divine ; and the 
sun shall go down upon the prophets, and the day shall be 
black over them. And the seers shall be ashamed, and 
the diviners confounded; yea, they shall ail cover their 
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lips : for there is no answer of God* But I truly am full of 
power by the spirit of the Lord^ and of judgement and 
of might, to declare unto Jacob his transgreasioni and to 

Israel his sin.

g,C« Hear this, I pray you^ ye heads of the house of Jacob, 
' and rulers of the house of Israel, that abhor judgement, 
and pervert all equity.

', Beth-lehem Ephrathah^ which art little to be among the ; 
thousands of Judah, out of thee shall one come forth unto \ 
me that is to be ruler in Israel : whose goings forth are 
from of old, from ancient days. Therefore will he give 
them upf until the time that she which travaileth hath 
brought forth: then the residue of his brethren shall 
return with the children of Israel.

Assyrian, when he cometh into our land, and when he 
treadeth within our border. And the remnant of Jacob 
shall be in the midst of many peoples as dew from the 
LoRD^ as showers upon the iprass \ that tameth not for 
man, nor waiteth for the sons of men.

Go up to the mountain, and bring 
wood, and build the house ; and I will take pleasure in it, and 
I will be glorified, saith the Lord. Ye looked lor much, and 
lo, it came to little ; and when ye brought it home, I did 
blow upon it. Why ? saith the Lord of hosts. Because of 
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mine house that lieth waste^ while ye run every man to hb 

own house. Therefore for your sake the heaven is stayed 
from dew, and the earth is stayed from her fruit. And I 
called for a drought upon the land^ and upon the mountains, 
and upon the corn, and upon the wine, and upon the oil, and 
upon that which the ground hringeth forth, and upon men, 
and upon cattle, and upon all the labour of the hands. 

Then Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, and Joshua the 
son of Jehozadak, the high priest, with all the remnant of 
the people, obeyed the voice of the Lord their God, and 
the words of Haggai the prophet, as the Lord their God 
had sent him; and the people did fear before the Lord. 
Then spake Haggai the Lord's messenger in the Lord's 
message unto the people, saying, 1 am with you, saith the 
LoitD. And the Lord stirred up .the spirit of Zerubbabel 
the son of Shealtiel, governor of Judah, and the spirit of 
Joshua the son of Jehozadak, the high priest, and the 
spirit of all the remnant of the people ; and they came and 
did work in the house of the Lord of hosts, their God, in 
the four and twentieth day of the month, in the sixth 
month, in the second year of Darius the king.

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Speak unto all the people of the land, and to the priests, 
saying : When ye fasted and mourned in the fifth and in 
the seventh month, even these seventy years, did ye at all 
£ut unto me, even to me? And when ye eal, and when 
ye drink, do not ye eat for youfsdvea, and drink for your- 
selves? 



Should ye not hear the words which the LORO hath 
cried by the former prophets, when Jerusalem was inhah- 

ited and in prosperity, and tlie cities thereof round about 
her^ and the South and the lowland were inlubited?

Present it now onto thy governor ; will he be pleased 
with thee? or will he accept thy person? saith the Lord 
of hosts. 'And now, I pray you, intreat the lavoor of 
God, tha; he may be gracious unto us : this hath been from 
your hand : ^ will he accept any because of you? saitb the 
Lord of hosts. Oh that there were one among you that 
would shot the doors, that ye might not kindle fire on 
mine altar in vain! I have no pleasure in you, saith the 
Lord of hosts, neither will I accept an offering ai your 
hand. For from the rising of the sun even unto the going 
down of the same my name is great among the Gentiles ; 
and in every place incense is offered unto my name* and 
a pure ofoing : for my name is great among the Gentiles, 
saith the Lord of hosts.

For I hate patting away, 
sadth the Lord, the God of IsraeL and him that coveredi 
his garirient with violence, saith the Lord of hosts : there- 
fore take heed to your spirit, th^t ye deal not treacherously. 
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Ye have wearied the Lord with your words. ye 
say^ Wherein have we wearied kimf In that ye say, 

Every one that doeth evil is good in the sight of the 
Lord, and he delighteth in them ; or where is the God 
of judgement? Behold, I send IHesscitger, and he 
shall prepare the way before me: and the Lord^ whom 
ye seek, shall suddenly come to his temple ; and the 
messenger of the covenant, whom ye delight in, behold, 
he Cometh, saith the Lord of hosts. But who mav abide 
the day of his coming? and who shall stand when he 
appeareth? for he is like^a reiiner^s lire, and iike iiillers^ 
soap : and he shall sit as a refiner and purifier of silver, 
and he shall purify the sons of Levi, and purge them as 
gold and silver; and they shall offer unto the Lord 
offerings in righteousness.

DANIEL

Before a literary work can be correctly detcribed it is necessary 
to gfBxp it in its unity. A difficulty in regitrd to this attaches to 
the Bofii of DanUl^ from the fact that two distinct structures 
underlie the surface of the work, which need explaining and, as 
far as may be, harmonising, (i) On the one hand, the book 
contains, first, a series of six prophetic stories, presenting Daniel 
and his comrades as faithful to their religion amid Babylonian 
surroundings, while Daniel himself is described as miraculously 
endowed with power to read mysteries supernaturally manifested 
to others. This part of the work is told in the third person, and 
seems to be brought to a conclusion in the words : So Uds Daniel 
prospered in the reign of Darius^ and in ike reign of Cyrus ^e 
Persian. Then follows, as a seventh section, an apocalypse 
or revelation, in which alike the supernatural manifestations 
and their interpretations are given to Daniel himself from with- 
out; throughout this revelation Daniel speaks in the first per^ 
son. (2) On the other hand, it is to be noted that the 
commencement and the latter part of the book are in Hebrew, 
while the middle is in the Aramaic dialect. (See pages 6, 31.) 
The Aramaic portion commences just where (in the second 
story) certain Chaldeans are described as speaking i>i the Syrian 
language; the dialect continues, however, long past the speech

so commenced, and through subsequent sections; until Hebrew 
is, for no obvious reason, resumed in tlie middle of the seventh 
section (the revclatifni), at the comiiKncement of the second 
of the four visions of which this section is made up. 

A timple explanation of this double ttracture would be to 
ftuppote that the Anunaic portion was a fraginent»«— a fragment 
in the strictest sense, commencing abruptly in the middle of a 
sentence; and that this was completed by a Hebrew writer, who 
both supplied an introduction leading up to the abrupt com- 
mencement of the fragment, an-l also added further visions. 
For both his contributions he would probably use traditional 
material: that there was plenty of such material attaching to 
the history of Daniel is clear from the stories of Daniel that are 
preserved in apocryphal scriptures. It will be observed that^ on 
thu supposition^ both the literary types which are nnited in the 
complete Book of Daniel — prophetic story and apoeslypse — 
would be within llic Aramaic fra<^iuciit; ihc Hci^rcw eilitor 
enlarged, but did not alter, the character of the work. He 
even kept up the narration in the first person, which is found 
in the Aramaic portion from the point where the revelation 
commences.* 

If sach a supposition be correct, it might be expected that 
difference of detail would be perceptible between the style or 

spirit of the original and the additional matter: and this is 
found to be the case. So far as the supplementary commence- 
ment is concerned, it amounts to no more than an explanation

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as to who Daniel and his comrades were, and the addition of the 
circumstance, entirely in keeping with what follows, that they 
made a stand against defiling themselves with the king's meat. 

But it is uiiicrent with the three visions added to the single 
vision which constituted the revelation of the Aramaic fragment : 
here important differences of spirit are noticeable, (i) The 
elements of the original revelation are within the limits of the 
typUal^ and thus entirely in the spirit of emhlem prophecy: 
four portentous beastSi ^mbolising mutations of kingdoms, 
contrasted with the reign of the saints. In the visions which 
are added we get particular kingdoms, specific events. The 
two-horned Ram and the He-goat are at once interpreted as 
the king of Media and Persia and ihe king of Greece; we 
read subsequently of a * king of the north ' and a * king of the 
south,' and elaborate details of their union and discord« The 
whole spirit of the revelation is changed : from what has been 
called the prophetic philosophy of history we pass to a very 
different interest — specific prediction of the future. (2) Again, 
in tiie fragment the machinery of vision (so to speak ) is taken 
for granted: / saiu in my vision by nighty and behold — / 
came near unto one of them that stood by^ and asked him^ etc. 
In the Hebrew portion great pains is taken to emphasise the 
supernatural character of the visitation: it is said how the 
prophet was in reality in one province while in the virion he 
seemed to be in another; elaborate details are given of the 
physical prostration attending the contact with the superhuman ; 
it is remarked how Daniel alone saw the vision, while those "with 
him quaked and fled but saw nothing. If the editor has kept 
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\vithin the fonn of his original, he has enlarged from it in the 
spirit of the writing. 

As the Book of Daniel is found to have a twofold stracturCi 
flo the motive or purpose of the work must be pronounced two- 
fold. If the book be taken as it stands, and the relation of its 
component parts examined, then the general purpose of the 
whole seems to be this ; the six stories emphasise the character 
of Daniel and his God-given power to read supernatural mys- 
teries — a power tested of course by the events— as a basis of 
credibility for the final revelation made to himself, much of 
which (it must be supposed) yet remained to be fulfilled. 
When, however, we read the Aramaic fragment by itself, any 
such underlying purpose is thrown into the background by 
another. The older Book of Daniel is, like the Book of Esther^ 
a story of the Captivity. Daniel is the chief of several Judean 
captives who maintain their Hebrew faith and life against all 
the power of Babylon. They ally and especially Daniel, surpass 
the Chaldeans in their own boasted power of soothsaying and 
dream interpretation* They draw from the conquerors recog- 
nition of the superiority of the Hebrew God: at the close of 
one incident Nebuchadnezzar worships Daniel with oblation 
and sweet odours; on another occasion he makes a decree that 
every people, nation, and language that speak against the God 
of Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego shall be cut in pieces; 
the dream of the tree that was cut down Is told in a jwoclama* 
tion made by the Babylonian king to his whole empire in honour 
of the God who has brought such a marvel to pass. And as the 
stories of the Aramaic fragment picture the Hebrews in their 
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captivity, so the vision which follows theni fureshadows the 
period when that captivity shall end. Two distinct motives 
give point to the original fragment and the work in its complete 
form. Bat these distinct motives find their reconciliation in the 
suggestion that the complete book is addressed to an age of 
persecution, and that the mystic predictions of coming events 
form the consolation for a national distress not less signal than 
the Babylonian captivity. 

Of the literary qualities of Daniel it is not necessan' to speak 
at length. The Revelation of Daniel was the most prominent 
dample of a long course of apocalyptic literature culminating, 
for the biblical reader, in the Revelation of St John. The rest 
is the perfection of mystic story. It is the delight of children; 
bat none the less its salient ideas— > the stone cut out without 
hands striking down the mighty image, the three children brav- 
ing the burning fiery furnace, Nebuchadnezzar eating grass like 
oxen and wet with the dew of heaven, Daniel in the den of 
lionsy the writing on the wall— have been absorbed into the 
common heritage of poetic associations which makes the ground- 
work of literacy speech.

\ c followed an ancient tradition that Daniel, in solving the 
mystery of the writing on the wall, read downward instead of 
across. [Or better : down, up, down : that is, bomtrophedon,'\ 
This much increases the realisability of the scene. It is plain 
that Daniel not only explaim the enigmatical expressions, but 
also decipheis what the rest have fiuled to decipher* If this 
failnre was dae to some unknown alphabet, the interpreter must 
have said so, or else why is his interpretation instantly accepted? 
If, however, it be supposed that the mystic hand moved down, 
up, and down, then the writing visible at the end to the com- 
pany of guests would seem to form a succession of words, 
which words would be unintelligible. (See page 23.) The 
prophet 6rst reads the inscription the right way; and thus has 
a vantage ground lirom which to enforce its meamng. 

Page 40. Btst ihi prince of the Hngiom 0/ Ferna withstood 
me one and twenty days. The reference in this and dmilar pas- 
sages is to the ulca that the * holy ones * or * Si^as of God * or an- 
gels were f{iiai dian spirits of particular races or nations : Michael 
is named on the same page as the guardian spirit of Israel. A 
similar idea underlies Psalms Iviii and Ixxxii : for this, and the 
variation of the idea in Job^ see note to ^tjok volume of this 
•eriesy pages 146-7. 

HOSSA 

Ilosea is perhaps the must powerful, CLrtainly the most diffi- 
cult, of the Minor Prophets. It is easy to sum up his general 
thought and prophetic attitude : it is extremely difficult to foW 
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low Mill witli detmled exegesis. This difficulty mrises partly 
from the unusual literar}' forms in which his "writiiigs are cast, 
raore horn the nigged obscurity of his style, — an obscurity 
whkbt like that of EccUsioiUs, is an element of power in the 
imp r e s si on of the whole, however much it niaj peiplex the 
iutei pi cta tion of the details. The best txeatment for such a 
writer is to state brie6y the landmarks of tfioa^t in the liool^ 
and to leave the test for the separate discussion of each section. 

The dominant thougl.t of Hosea is the passionate love of 
Jehovah for his fallen people- If ai. . rcauer is startled by the 
term * passionate' in application to God, it can only be because 
the writings of this prophet are so unfamiliar: no word short of 
this will do justice to the language of Hosea. The imagerj be 
applies to the Divine Being bdongs to the strongest types of 
bnman passion: he presents in God the bnming love of the 
hnsband for the wife of his yonth who has turned nnfiuthfol, 
the yearning tenderness of an outraged parent for his wayward 
child- It is passionate love again in another sense : the God of 
Hosea is swayed to and fro by convicting passions — of right- 
eous indignation that lA-ill b!at Israel out for ever, of relenting 
tenderness which, in spite of all, will find a way of mercy. The 
several sections of the book end, some in hopeless judgment, 
others in restoration and peace. 

The people of God in the B9ok tf Ho$ea is nocfhem Israel, 
c«.iiei, 2^ :f by a name of en iearment, Ephraim; Judah is not 
left OGt of %-iew, but is referred to in a subor<iinate position, as a 
degree less corrupt, yet included in the ger eril prophetic de- 
nunciation. The details {Hcture an Israel just answering to the 
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tuggettion of the title*page : we can trace the merely material 
prosperity of the reign of Jeroboam II, and the political break- 
up that followed, as exhibited in rapid succession of short-lived 
and weak kings, factious stmggles of an Assyrian and an Egyp- 
tian parly, llie last stage before the fall aiui captivity. Stanley 
calls Hosea the Jeremiah of Israel, Cheyne the j r oj het of the 
decline and fall of the northern kingdom* Such a people 
appears in this book of prophecy as wholly gangrened with cor- 
ruption. Hosea sees cormption in the schism itself: by the 
way in which he speaks of Xuratel seeking the Lord their God 
and David their king" he seems to regard the political rupture 
as the embryo of a rupture with Jehovah. The seed has already 
germinated in an adulteration of religious worship. Not indeed 
that there is, as in the days of Elijah, an open Baal worship to 
denounce; the worship in the high places is worship of Jeho* 
vahy under symbols of the calves, but the sacred rites are being 
saturated with the sensual nature worship of the idolatries that 
are all about There is corruption again in the wild abandon- 
ment to luxury and dissipation, for which the prosperity of Jero- 
hoam's rci<;!i liad furnished material. Worst corruption of all, 
the weakened people are coquetting with the neighbouring 
powers, instead of seeking their salvation in a return to their 
offended God. 

Notwithstanding the obscurity of particular passages^the whole 
Bo(^ of Houa has a dear and pointed arrangement It divides 
into the usual seven sections. The opening and closing sec- 
tions are masterpieces of prophetic literature, founded on the 
two leading images under which Hosea conceives the relations 
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between Jehovah and hit people. The first is the elaborate 
emblem prophecy of Gomer, the unfaithful wife. The con« 
eluding section is a still more elaborate dramatic presentation 

of the Divine Yearning — the father's yearning over his rebel* 
lious son. Three sections are simple discourses of prophetic 
denunciation, discourses however which at points reach rhapsodic 
realisation or dramatic dialogue. The discourses are separated 
by two sections of the prophetic ' sentences ' which have been 
always recognised as so characteristic of Hosea. The whole is 
concluded by a lyrical epilogue.

This discourse presents the prophet's relations with an un- 
faithful wife as an emblem of Jehovah's relations with Israel. 

The great question in this part of Hosea is whether we are to 

understand a literal narrative of events, or a parable, like Eze- 
kiel's Parable of the Foundling, or of Oholah and Ohohbah.* 

* A still closer parattel to diss second alteinative would be the poition of 
tliebibUad Zechariak here presented as 'The Withdrawal of the Divine 
Shepherd ' (abovet page aio). 
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If the literal interpretation be taken, it is best to suppose (with 

Kirkpatrick) that Gomer became unfaithful after marriage, and 
that the prophet, meditating upon his unhappy lot, perceived 
a divine voice in the impulse which had led him to marry her. 
G. A. Smith calls the whole the Story of the Prodigal Wife. 

Though the great majority of modem commentators with 
whom I should wish to agree unite in accepting the literal 
meaning, I find myself compelled to support the other view. 
The two main objections urged against this other interpretation 
seem tome dcucient in weight, (i) It is said that if the whole 
be a parable we should find the name of the wife signiticaQt like 
the other names. This is at most a negative argument: e^- 
mology might at this distance of time fail to suggest an evil 
connotation of the name which usage might make clear to 
contemporaries. But is it certun that there is no etymological 
significance in the name? Cheyne says, "Gomer may plausibly 
be interpreted, 'perfection* (i.e. consummate in ^vickeu^css), 
and Diblaim * cakes of figs * {i.e. the sweetness of sin)." To ex- 
press what the parable requires — the adulterous attraction born of 
excessive luxury— what can be better than 'Perfection daugh- 
ter of Fig*cake/ more especially in view of the passage (page 54) : 
as the LORD Icveth ike children of Israel^ ikough they Htm unio 
other gods y and love cakes of raisins? (2) I low, it is asked, 
rould the prophet think of applying the idea of wedlock to 
le relation lictween God and his people except by some such 
perience? But this idea, so common in later prophets like 
«kiel, must have a commencement in some one mind : it is 
>t for us to say how such ideas should be first inspired. On 
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the other hand, the vviiok urift of the detailed language favours 
the idea that we are reading a parable : the applicaiion entirely 
overweights the personal details. It k moreover self-contained, 
as a parabolic discourse would be : no hint of such an experience 
in the prophets life appeals m snbseqnent parts of the book. 
Agpin, the dlscooise is in pendulom form: are we to suppose 
thai with the change to hope in die second paragraph the 
actual names of the prophet's chUdren are to be changed? 
[The analogy of Isaiah's children anJ iheir signincant names 
breaks down in this respect.] In spite of the pathetic char-

This is an elaborate dramatic presentation of the Divine 
Father > < arning over his rebellious Ephraim (Judah being 
occasionally included with Ephraim). It is drama of a peculiar 
kind : the greater part of it is alternating monologue^ the Di- 
vine Being represented as swaying in alternate moods, between 
tender reminiscences of Israel's youth and his own loving mer- 
cies, and outbursts of li^litcous iiiuignation and threatening. 
(Compare the Isaiah volume, pjif^es 243, 244: in that case, how- 
ever, there are two parties present to be alternately addressed.) 
At the end Repentant Israel or Ephraim enters into the drama, 
and monologue changes to dialogue. When once the principle 
is caught^ and the paragn^hs arranged, further analysis is un- 
necessary : two passages of some difficulty are explained in their 
place.

This and the similar verse passage on the folio wiug page are 
of recognised difficulty, which has led some commentaturs to 
proclaim them spurioiiSy or out of place. In the arrangement 
of alternating monologue here adopted they fall into their places 
as part of the tender reminiscences of Deity. The pronouns in 
the latter part of this first passage suggest a quotation supposed 
to be made by God from some source where Israel is speaking 
of himself: He [Jehovah] found him [Israel] at Beth-ely and 
there he [Jehovah] spake with us [Israel]. I believe the whole 
that I have printed as six lines of verse to be a quotation from 
prophetic hymns of Israelitish history; I have argued at length 
for the existence of such hymns and for quotations from them in 
EccUnasHcm (see that volume, pages 175-182). This passage 
and that on the following page are entirely in keeping with 
the marked character of those couplet hymns; and the theory 
of quotation explains the abrupt iutrudui-titja of the passage, 
which all commentators note. The connection with the general 
argument is clear; reminiscences of youthful Israel's power with 
God, of God's promises to him at Beth-el : therefore^ cries God, 
turn ihou^ ^Xc^^IvfUl yet e^in make thee to dwell in tents^ 
etc. : Chejme aptly compares (page 53), / will allure ker, ami 
bring ker into ^ wilderness, thus making the words a threat* 
but a threat with a tinge of promise.

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previous note. The reminiacences are aontiniied : how youthful 
Israel endured exile and sendee rather than enter into adulter- 
ating intercourse with the people of the land {Gemsis^ chapter 

xxviii. i); how God on his part granted a wonder-working 
prophet to deliver Israei from Egypt. 
Paga 74* Who is wis£f etc. : an epilogue to the whole book. 

JOBL 

The whole Book of Joel is a single piece of prophetic htera- 
ture. It is not a diacoursei or series of discourses* but a con- 
tinuous dramatic presentation. 

A Rhapsody of the IfOCost Plagna 

(For the 'rhapsody,' or spiritual drama, see Isaiah vulume, 
pages vii-xii). lu subject is the regular proplietic idea of the 
Day of the Lord, with its twofold conception of judgment: 
(i) judgment upon God's people, in this case converted by 
penitence into purification; and (2) final judgment between 
the purified people and the hostile nations. Its outer form 
rests upon two ideas: (i) a locust plague, possibly real, ideal- 
ised into mystic forces of destruction; and (2) similarly, a real 
place, the Valley of Jehoshaphat [= 'Jehovah judges'] idealised 
into a scene of hnal contest between the hosts of God and the 
hosts of Evil.

The first two lines are a general piojihctic formula of judg- 
ment (compare Jod/, chapter iii. 16; Jeremiah xxv. 30; and 
imagery of Psalm Ixxvi. 2, 4, taking the marginal readings of 
R.V.); the last two suggest a convulsion spreading from Jeru- 
salem as centre to the outskirts of heath or mountain. 

A Rhapsody of the Judgment to come 

As regards its subjccL-matter tins prophecy seems to be 
generated by a state of national life amounting to a conflict 
between morals and religion : Israel appears indifferent to ele- 
mentary morality in proud reliance on its position as Jehovah's 
peculiar people. The message of Amos is that this t>asis of their 
trust will bring them the heavier judgment; it comes as a 
startling prophetical novelty, generating a violent antagonism 
to prophecy in general, the reflection of which is one of the 
characteristic features of the book. The picture incidentally 
presented is or formal worship (of the calves in Beth-aven) side 
by side with abandonment to luxury, avarice, oppression. The 
' Judgment to come/ as usual in prophecy, appears at the last 
to be a sifting: none of the true com shall perish, and the end 
will be glorious restoration. 

The literary form is a rhapsody, presenting the ccmdng judg- 
ment on Israel, not (like that of Joel) as a continuous dramatic 
movement, but (compare the Isaiah volimie, pages x, 242} in a 
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serial of stages making a logical rather than a temporal sequence. 
First, by a rhetorical figure of surpriie, Israel is included among 

the doomed nations; then the corruption is denounced as ripe 
for judgment; imally the judgment is in vision seen to advance 
by steps. 

Structural elaboration makes |i greater part of the total literary 
effect in Amos than in any other writer. Three structural feat- 
ures may be noted. One may be called the Parallel Gimax 
stnictore : a series of parallel sentences (or stanzas) as a basis 
for one more parallel of climax. (Marked examples are Vision i, 
and the parenthetic passages [here printed in itahcs] of pages 
99 and loi.) The structure of Visions ii and iii presents a less 
formal example of Parallels with Climax; and the number seven 
prevails throughout. (See analysis below.) 

The third structural peculiarity Is less obviousy but is very 
important for clear exegesb. It may be termed the Parenthetic 
Preface, or Prefatory Interruption. I have already noted as a 
feature in the style of Isaiah (see that volume, page 213) the 
tendency to place a prefatory explanation after or in the middle 
of what it prefaces or explains: such passages may be called 
'prefatory* because there is a change from the message to 
matters personal to the messengeri luch as a modern writer 
would deal with in his preface. With the general tendency of 
Amos to regularity of form, such interruptions become a struct* 
ural element of the whole prophecy: I have felt justified in 
distinguishing ihem by italic type and the parenthetic form. 
We thus get a complex structure made up of a suL^tained denun- 
ciation of sin and threatening of judgment mterrupteU by paren- 
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thetic appeals to the opponents of prophecy : such opposition 
hemff partly open antagonism, and partly the ignoring of divine 

^varIlings by those who arc absorbed in empty ritual or selfish 
pursuils. There are no less than six repetitions of this com- 
plex structure. — (a) In Vision ii, as soon as the first note of 
jndgment has been sounded, the prophet breaks off (page 
99) to work out, in a progression of seven clauses, the thought. 
Who that has received a prophetic message can ilEul to proph- 
esy? — (^) Then three proclamations of judgment are uttered, 
and the speaker again breaks off in a protest (sevenfold in 
structure) against those who trust to ritual and are blind to clear 
signs of doom (page loi). — (r) The fourth section is a wail 
over fallen Israel : it is interrupted by snatches of appeal to the 
same opponents. This last case is less clear than the others, 
but seems clear enough. The 6rst clause (see page IG4) might 
be read as part of the denunciation; the second and third 
(page T05) are eertainly better understood as citations of objec- 
tions. Moreover, the general drift of the a: Ly nnent points the same 
way: the Forasmuch thfrffore^ Seek good ^ I here fore tlitis saiih 
the LORD, are replies to the objections involved in the supposed 
interruptions. — {d) In Vision iii we have advancing stages of 
judgment and the Divine Being speaking doom: just where 
judgment has been advanced to the point from which there is 
no retreat we get (page 109) the interrupting notice of open 
conflict between prophecy and authority. Here no doubt an 
historic incident is reflected : it appears at this point, either

(In the lyric portion the double quotation marks 
indicate the itdings from ihe LORD, The ambassador's message 
does not extend beyond line 3. The reit it exultatioa over the 
coming destruction.)

This is in literaiy form a prophetic story, like the Story of 
Elijah in King$, or the earlier part of the Bpok ofDanuL Ita 
interpretation must therefore be baaed upon the action of the 
prophet, what he fails to do as well as what he does.

God deals with this mood by enlisting 
his sympathy, first with a tender and beautiful thing of nature^ 
and then with the mass of humanity and dumb nature repre- 
sented in Nineveh.

MICAH 

This book is made up of an elaborate prophetic discourse fol- 
lowed by two prophecies in dramatic form. 

The spirit of the whole has been felicitously described by 
Mr. Findlay as uniting the pessimism of Amos and Hosea with 
the Messianic optimism of the earlier Zechariah [our Zeeho' 
riak chapter ix, etc.]. We have the age of Isaiah viewedt not 
from the standpoint of the capital and the political leaders, but 
from tiiat of tlie country and humbler classes. The first dis- 
course attacivS social corruption and the delusive promises of 
false prophets, insisting upon a purgmg judgment to precede 
the glorious restoration. The last prophecies present the eve 
of this judgment; the corrupt in their despair, and the faithful 
[the * man of wisdom'] to whom the judgment comes as delfv* 
erance, are brought into dramatic contrast.

(2) in particular^ Hu remnatU of Israel is the last phrase such 
a false prophet would use. But (i) Micah's objection is not 
to the glorious prumises of his rivals, but to their putting these 
forth without the condition jirecedent of judgment on sin. 
(2) The word remnant need not have the special association 
which belongs to prophecy nearer the overthrow of Jndah: 
it seems to be regularly applied to a race scattered in small 
numbers in the midst of another race [Jo^ma chapter xziiL 12; 

The folse prophets thus declare that all 
Israel, down to the remotest exiles carried captive m war, will 
be assembled again for Israel's victory; wh ere as Micah declares

This book of prophecy is here presented as a single literary 
composition which may be entitled 



The historical situation needs no further defining than the 
recognition on the political horizon of the Chaldeans as a world 
power trampling down the nations. To the pious Israelite the 
fint suggestion this brings is of a power for judgment on the 
unpunished sin around him. But the reflecting prophet sees a 
further mystery ; how can a righteous God use an impious con- 
queror for the punishment of sin less wicked than his own? 

The divinely given solution of this problem is the same thought 
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which Jeremiab ezprenes [page 198 of that volume] by oUling 
Babylon the * hammer' of God, an instrmnent of providence for 
the destruction of evil, to be itself destroyed when its work is 
done. This is the whole thought : the rest is literary setting. 

The literary form is a perfect type of the 'rhapsody.* The 
essential meaning of this \^Tsatah volume, pages vii-xii] is 
dramatic realisation by means which include but go beyond 
dramatic form. Thus in the present case we have a providen* 
tial mystery developed in dramatic dialogue; for the solution 
of the mystery dramatic dialogue breaks into the half lyric doom 
form; while the climax realises the situation in the full lyric 
form of an ode of Jehovah come to Judgment. Besides variety 
of form we thus get an intensifying dramatic movement, from 
dim statement of a mystery to present realisation of its solution. 
The working out of this is best conveyed by detailed analyas.

This is the simplest and most ^ical example of the 'doom 

form * of prophecy, presenting the familiar topic, the Day of the 
Lord, in a Divine word of denunciation and tlireatening [here 
presented as prose] interrupted at intervals by lyric passages 
seconding, celebrating, or otherwise dwelling upon successive 
points in the speech of Deity. [Compare the Isaiah volume^ 
page 215.] The prose passages are in the first person^ and may 
be read together as a miity apart from the interrupting lyrics. 
The whole Is continuous, but as regards subject-matter falls 

into three natural divisions. 

I. Judgment beginning at Jerusalem and sweeping over 
the different quarters of the city (The Mortar, etc.).— 
2. Judgment spreading outside to the nations, from the 
Philistines to Nineveh as a climax. — 3. Beyond the judg* 
ment a restoration: the nations fearing Jehovah, Israel 
with its restored exiles a blessing among the peoples.

A brief rrophetic Manifesto: putting the new prophecy in 
the position of the prophecy before the exile.

This Sevenfold Vision is in form the most elaborate of all 
vision prophecies. The form consists in (i) what may be 
called an Enveloping Vision [of horsemen, or horses and 
chariots, who move to and fro in the earth (^Jcb^ chapter i. 7) 
as ministers of God's will] : this is brought into prominence at 
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the opening and the close, but also remains throughout in the 
background. (2) Against this background of powers for carry- 
ing out what Jehovah ordains we have, like dissolving views, a 
succession of seven Emblem Visions, foreshadowing the great 
things God has in store for recovered Israel. 

For the detailed exegesis of the prophecy, care must be 
taken to keep distinct the different * angels' who appear. 

(a) The Interpreting Angel : always denominated tffiSf if/ 
/kaf talked with me. Note that he is the speaker at 
the close of the vision : And the bay went forth, and 
saughiio go that they might walk to and fro through 
Hu ear^: and he [the Lord] said. Get you hence, 
walk to and fro throt^ the ear&* So tk^ walked 
to and fro Arongh thi earth. Thm crud ho [the 
Lord] upon me [the Interpreting Angel] , ^ * Be- 
hold, they that go taivard the north country have 
quieted fuy spirit [satisfied the Lord's vengeance :

(h) The Angel Horseman (also called, the man . . . among 
the myrtle trees), and his band of angelic horsemen, 
who are the ministers of the Lord's will* In the 
Opening of the Vision his band report to Mm; he 
passes on the report to the Lord; the Lord's answer 
comes to the Interpreting Angel. 
(<) The Angel of the Mission in section 2. He is called 
another angel, and speaks to the end of the sectiors, 
describing the mission on which he has been sent 
to eomfort Jerusalem. Sometimes he uses oraHo 
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obliquOf at other times the actual words of Deity: 
the latter I indicate by double <juutation marks. 
(d) The Angel of the Lord in seciiun 3, vlio presides 
thiotighoiU the trial of Joshua. With the usual 
avoidance of giving form to Deity» the vision intro< 
dncea tbia as the nearest visible approach to Deity 
itsetf : hence he is once relierred to as Tki Lard^ 
When once the form has been caught, the soecessive emblems 
are not difficult to interpret. An appendix describes the crown- 
ing of Joshua by Zcchariah in the spirit of the revclaiion thus 
nude concerning him. 

Opming 0/ thi Vision, Angelic horsemen are at hand 
as ministers of Jehovah's will npon earth. They report 
the whole earth quiet Appeal is made to the Lord to 
delay no longer his mercy npon Jemsalems a favourable 
answer is returned. — /irj/ Sign: Horns symbolise the 
tjppressors of Israel, Smiths the power that shall put thcni 
down. — Second Sign : A Measuring Line to measure Jeru- 
salem : but the Angel of the Mission tells how Jerusalem 
shall grow beyond all measttriiig«-~ Third Sigm : The High 
Priest Joshua 00 trial before the Court of Heaven: his 
adversary i/oh^ chapter i. 6] is rebaked« and Joshua dothed 
with rich [? priestly] apparel; a crown is added, and he 
is panted the [priestly] place of access, Finally he is 
made a si^n of the ' i 'ranch ' of prophecy. [So the epilogue 
interprets.] — Fourth Sign: the Golden Candlestick, and 
promises to Zerubbabel that this supreme clement of Temple 
ritual shall be completed by him.— /i>Ss4 Sigm: Olive trees 
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and Spouts feeding the golden candlestick interpreted of 
the Sons of Oil that stand by the Lord of the whole earth. 
[From the position of this sign tuUowing the two preceding 
ones the interpretation will naturally be that the eternal 
sources of divine inspiration are granted to High Priest 
and Prince: they are thus joined together by the epilogue.] 
— Sixth Sipt: The Flying RoU or Curse purging wicked- 
ness out of the land. — Seventh Sig?i : the Ephah and the 
Talent: Measures and Weights as symbol of the traffic 
that is considered as the anti-devotional spirit: compare 
such passages as Zechariah, chapter xiv. 21 ; Zephaniah i. 1 1 
(margins in both cases). These pass out of the holy land 
and are enthroned in Babylon as their natural home. 
[Beginning of the idea of Babylon as symbol for the * world ' 
in opposition to the * church,*] — Close of the Vtsion : The 
ministering liuisemen, with the addition now of chariots, 
carry out the divine mandates. — Epilopiie : The Vision 
being over, Zechariah acts upon it in solemnly crowning 
the High Priest Joshua as of co-ordinate rank with the 
prince Zerubbabel in the new dispensation. He is pro-

* inquiry and response.' A deputation has raised the question 
whether certain fasti ordained in memory of the calamities of 
the siege \j€r0mak^ chapter xlL lii.

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rate response falls into four sections. [Note Zecbariah's ten- 
dency to connect the new prophecy with the historic stream of

!• The prophet emphasises the moral principle under- 
lying the ceremonial: it is not the fosting itsdf which is 
the Divine element in such institutions. — d. He appeals 
to the former prophets in Judah's time of prosperity : citing 
an oracle that exalted judgment and mercy : neglect of 
these was what brought the doom. — 3. He appeals to the 
prophets which wen in the €Uiy when the foundation of the 
home ef the LORD of hoste was laid: he cites five of their 
oracles of salvation and enlarges upon the theme. •»4« Then 
only does he give his own formal prophetic response to the 
question raised. The fasts commemorating the troublous 
tunes sliall be feasts of gladness : love truth and peace. 
Two more oracles are added of glories to come for the 
people.

The reasons for so classifying the remaining prophecies have 
been given in the Introduction, pages v-vii. . 
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Tlie King nf Peace 

This is in the ' doom form ' : a divine speech of promise and 
threat^ interrupted at intervals by lyric passages celebrating the 
theme. [Compare the Isaiah volume^ page 231.3 

I. Peace against external foes: hostile nations smitten, 
the king entering in peaceful triumph; he is garrison to 
his people, and the gloiilied people are the weapons of his 
war. — 2. Peace within : no false gods or false shepherds, 
but all strength and deliverance is from him; the oppression 
of the violent is at an end.

i) Greece* Great diificulties have been felt in reference to this 
passage, as implying a prominence of Greece which would point 
to a totally different age from what the rest of the prophecy 
would suggest.

Tn particular, 
Professor Kirkpatrick points out how they obscure the image 
in the word i/t> si/, which is regularly used of brandishing a 
weapon : be makes the passage read thus:

Page 209. Open thy doors, O Lebanon. This is one of the 
lyri<$ interruptions. It must not be understood as a poetic

the idea of violence overthrown. The shepherds are the ^p-' 
herds of page 208 \Mine anger is JHudUd againsi the shepherds^ 
etc.] : there is no connection with the Shepherd prophecy that 
follows. 

The Withdrawal ol the Bhriiie Sliaplieid 

This prophecy has been variously interpreted. The key to 
the exegesis seems to me this : in the command Feed ihe flock cf 
stat^Uer the expression flock of slaughUr is proleptic. Thus 
the meaning is not that Israel is described as a flock of slaughter, 

and the prophet commanded to feed them, which commission 
he executes in what here appears as 11. The meaning is rather 
that God hereby pronounces Israel a flock of slaughter, which 
shepherd and buyer devote to that purpose without compunction. 
The prophet accepts the Divine decree with the wordsy So I 
fed ike flock of slaughter: verily Ae most miserable of sheep. 
(Compare feremiah xxv. 17.) ii Is a distinct emblem. 

As so understood, the whole makes a Threefold Emblem, the 
emblems symbolising in different ways the Withdrawal of the 
Divine bhepherd. 

t. The Flock o f Slaughter 
ii, Graciousness and Union 
m. The Foolish Shepherd 

i, God pronounces Israel a flock for slaughter: the 
Prophet accepts it as such with contemptuous pity. — iL The 
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Ptopbet [representing God] seeks to feed the flock of 

Israel with Graciousness and Union as symbols of his mode 
of shepherding. In vain : be breaks both these staves, and 
withdraws from his task, receiving for hire the price of a 
common slave \_Exodus chapter xxi. 32]. — iii. The Prophet 
assumes the position of the worthless shepherd who neglects 
the sheep. He is thus a symbol of the worthless rulers to 
whom Israel Is left now their Divine Shepherd has with* 
drawn.

In the absence of clear date marks to this prophecy it becomes 
impossible to suggest any satisfactory explanation for this historic 
allusion.

The pots inthe LORjys house shall be Uhe the bowls before the 
altar: the two passages seem to suggest some receptacle for 
rubbish made of common potter's ware, a Temple wastepaper 
basket, so to speak. 

Three Prophecies of the Sieg^ 

I have so classified this prophecy, although it is true that its 
second division contains no specific mention of the siege of 

Jerusalem. Eut this designation is justified by several consid- 
erations: {^a) the position of ii between i and iii, with neither 
of which however it is su{Sciently connected to form a unity; 
(b) the detail, two parts therein shall be cut off and die, but the

ii. The Smiting of the Shefiherd and the Seating of the Sheep 

iii. The Judgment and the Age of Holiness 

1. Wonderful deliverance of Judah and Jerusalem from 
the foc! effect in a penitential return to the Lord, and a 
wonderful spiritual deliverance, extending as a climax even 
to the false prophets. — ii Judgment on the Shepherd:

The historical rituation reflected in this prophecy is a farther 
development of what has been seen in the prophecies of Haggai 
and Zechariah. The exile is too much a thing of the past to 
leave any traces. The expression of the national life in relic^- 
ious ritual has become so far a matter of course as to be in 
danger of formality and laxity. In place of this, the source 
of religious inspiration has come to be the thought of 'the 
Messenger of the Lord,* and the expectation of his advent as 
a power for judgment Faith even in this is through delay 
losing its power. The prophecy is a call for social and religious 
purification, and a pledge that this Messenger of the Lord shall 
surely come. 

MtUachi is cast in a dialectic form almost peculiar to itself; 
brief discourses on texts which appear as interruptions from a 
supposed adversary, and which therefore come not at the b^in- 
ning but in the course of the argument [The interrupting words 

I distinguish by italics.] The whole falls into the usual seven 
sections: six of these discourses with interrogntory texts and a 
conclusion. The conclusion and the middle section are pro- 
phetic pledges of the Messenger to come. 

I. A message to God's chosen people. They doubt his 
love: what better proof could he give than his original 
choice of them? — 2. A message to priests. These, who 
should be the Lord's messengers, pollute his altar by offer- 
ing contemptible gifts such as they would never present to 
the governor; it is the Gentiles who hold Jehovah in hon- 
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our. The iue?i;^agr' '■ tumm(inameni'\ is that God curses 
their blessings chapter i. 9] ; and in so doing God 

19 keq>ing, not breaking, his covenant with Levi. — 3. A 
message to Jadah. Judah has betrayed the wife of his 
youth in manying the daughter of a strange God. [The • 
meaning is not that Jewish wives were divorced to make 
these foreign marriages; but that marrying within the 
nation was like a wife provided by God liiuiself for each 
Israelite: to marry abroad was thus a sort of adultery.] 
— 4. A message to the people : they weary God with 
their impatience for the judgment : the Messenger of the 
Lord shall indeed come suddenly, but who may abide the 
judgment he brings? -^5. A message to the whole nation: 
they are robbers of their God. Let them bring the whole 
tithe, and sec vvhethcr this will not bring a blessing such 
as tliey wiil l)e unable to contain. — 6. A message to the 
people : they are stout murmurers against God, crying that 
there is no profit in serving God, and that it is the wicked 
who are happy. But a Book of Remembrance is kept, and 
a day shall dawn which shall discern between the righteous 
and the wicked.
